Ellen, Lady Swaythling. 


Tue death of ELLEN, LADY SWAYTHLING removes a good Jewess, 
and the faithful partner in life of one who will long be remembered for 
his services to his people. LADY SWAYTHLING embodied great Anglo- 
Jewish traditions. She was the last of the children of the late Louis 
Conen, whose family bave left so deep a mark upon the communal life, 
and whose combined labours wou'd make as worthy a chapter of effort 
as is to be found in the history of any people. The work this pubiic- 
spirited family has done has meant a great deal in the pas’ to our Com- 
munity. Is it too much to hope that it will also be an inspiration—a lofty 
example of the acceptance of the burden of brgtherhood, and of the 
highest Jewish conception of social duty in the present and the future ? 
It is with a pang that we see the standard-bearers drop out of our life. 
Sad would be the day when they found no worthy successors. 


The Polish Jewish Problem. 


It is, we hope, of good omen that the Polish Parliament has called 
for the appointment of a Commission to study the Jewish question and 
devise a method of settlement. M. PADEREWSKI, the Polish Premier, has 
recently declared that “no Jewish question’ exists in Poland to-day, 
except the question raised by the Separatists.”” With the recollection 
before us of the terrible pressure exerted upon the millions of Polish Jews, 
M. PADEREWSKI'S exclamation is painfully reminisceut of the historic 
announcement that “ order reigns in Warsaw!" We agree with him in 
his opposition to the cult of Jewish separatism—provided that does not 
involve for Jews any prejudice to their indisputable civic and political 
equality. The Jews of Poland should be content to accept the ordinary 
status of every other Pole. They are standing in their own light if they 
demandexceptional privileges, and thus separate themselves from the rest of 
the population. But theirequality before the law must be real and respected 
both in the letter and the spirit, andthe recent speech of the Jewish Deputy, 
M. PRILUTSKI, shows how distressingly far we are from that stipulation 
being carried out. M. PRILUTSK! described the barbarilies to which the 
Jewish population had been subjected. He complained that the per- 
petrators had been allowed to go scot free. And he exposed the “official 
anti-Semitism” which is rampant throughout the country, and which 
must not only still further aggravate the deplorable condition of the 
community but play into the very hands of the Separatists whom M. 
PAPEREWSKI so vigorously assails. If M. PADEREWSKI wishes to get rid 
of the Jewish question, let him put an end to this discrimination, and 
respond in sincere and practical manner to the aspiration of 
M. Pritutski: “We desire no one to feel unhappy in Poland. 
We want all to be good and faithful citizens.” If the Commission 
now to be appointed takes this ideal as its guiding principle, a long 
step will have been taken towards the killing of any Jewish particularism 
that may exist, and towards making of the Polish Jewish problem a thing 
of the past. 


Our Polish Brothers’ Plight. | 


THER is all the more reason for a broad and sympathetic handling 
of the Jewish question, because of the intensely lamentable position of the 


Jewish population. According to statements to hand, the economic condi- 
tion of three-quarters of the Jews of Warsaw is desperate. Entire families, 
we are told, stand in the streets begging for a few pfennigs to buy bread, 
which costs two marks a pound. Thousands of people walk the streets 
in rags. Children are stunted. Juveniles of eleven look no bigger than 
children of seven. And the plight of those who are too proud to beg is 
pictured in even gloomier colours, The terrible situation is brought home 
in a flash by a single sentence in a report from Dr. Boris BOGEN, of New 
York, who is directing the relief work in Warsaw of the Joint Distribution 
Committee of the American Fund for Jewish War sufferers: “ With the 
food which arrived from Dantzig,” he says, ** we are taking care of 75,000 of 
the worst cases of starvation.” Itis difficult for us, with our comparatively 
petty rationing difficulties, to realise the meaning of this wholesale 
distress, which fs, by the way, a grim commentary on the tale of Jewish 
profiteering. And it makes it harder still to understand how any govern- 
ment or people should set itself to make war upon such abject and 


Ppitiable helplessness. We earnestly hope that something may be done 


to help those who are gallantly straggling with this disease-breeding 
hunger, and that assistance may at all events be forthcoming to save the 
little ones. 


The ** Morning Post" in Defence. 

The Morning Post yesterdsy devoted its first leading article to a 
defence of its attitude upon Jewish questions, a matter to which we have had 
occasion several times to refer. Our contemporary is anxious to disclaim 


the anti-Semitic role. Nobody wou'd be more glad than ourselves if we 
could accept that disclaimer. But, after all, professions are one 


- thing, and facts another; and when we turn to the facts we 


are constrained, much against our will, to believe that the 
writings of the Morning Post are far more anti-Semitic than the journal 
professes, or perhaps even knows them to be. Take the very article it 
published yesterday. The Morning Post refers in scathing terms to 
Lord READING'S connection with what is known as the Marconi 
scandals. We hold no brief for the Lorp Cuier Justice, who is 
certainly capable of looking after himself, and we assuredly by no 
means wish to associate ourselves with the opinions held by our 
contemporary of Lord READING'S blamewortbiness in the particular 
matter re‘erred _ to. But when our contemporary criticises 
him on the ground that “he deébaséd and discredited public life,” 
elementary justice, to say nothing of logic, cries out: “Is Lord READING 
the only prominent statesman associated with the Marconi trouble who 
still remains in public life?” He is not; yet the Morning Post 
reserves all its munitions for the one Jew involved in the Marconi 
allegations, and proceeds to bu'ld up an extensive theory upon that fact to 
the detriment of the whole of the Jewish people. To what other conclusion 
can we come than that, as we say, the Morning Post is anti-Jewish? In this 
very article again, the paper pillories another member of the Community, 


Mr. EDWIN MONTAGU. _ It throws out the suggestion that this gentleman, — 


having been appointed to a Financial Committee under the Peace 
Conterence, is “ placed in a position to give enormously valuable advice 
to the family of which he is a member, and the firm from which we 
presume he derived his fortunes.” The Morning Post ought 
to see that in this respect Mr. MONTAGU occupies, in effect 
no different position from that of any otter statesman who is 
taking part in the Peace Conference. With equal reason it 
might be said that each one of the Council of Ten is in hourly 
possession of secrets, which would be enormously valuable to his frie nds 
or relatives in private or business life. The same is true of many other 
delegates gathered in Paris. But it never occn‘s to the Morning Post 
that they ought to be rescued from what it calls a “ distressingly 
equivocal situation.” It is only the Jew who is singled out, on the 
implicit assumption that he possesses a double dose of sin and an 
exceptional susceptibility to temptation. Again we ask, who can in reason 
avoid the conclusion that the Morning Postis anti-Semitic? Both these 
incidents, culled from the very article disclaiming our charge, form clear 
evidence of an unfair and vicious attitude of discrimination against Jews, 
They are eloquent of the distorted vision with which our contemporary 
approaches any question in which our coreligionists are concerned, It 
pleads vigorously that it does not attack those who are Jews because they 
are Jews. If this is feally so, then the best way of avoiding such an 
implication would clearly be for our contemporary to distribute its critical 
favours impartially among persons of all races and creeds. 


The Bolshewist Allegation. 


THe same unf irness vitiates the rest of the argument of 
the Morning Post article. Our contemporary drags into pro- 
minence the fact that Mr. ZANGWILL was present at a‘ recent 
meeting at the Albert Hall, at which sentiments were expressed 
and demonstrations made of which it disapproves, and it con- 
cludes Mr. ZANGWILL countenanced them, But Mr. ZANGWILL was 
not the only person of prominence at this gathering; he was not any 
more responsible for it than any other speaker, and certainly not so 
much as was the Chairman of the gathering. Why, then, is Mr. 
ZANGWILL’S presence in the eyes of our contemporary an offence 
more than that of others who took part in the meeting, and why does 
it attempt to fasten the opinions of Mr. ZANGWILL, which it at 
most only assumes he holds, upon the whole community? Much of the 
indignation of the Morning Post arises from the participation of 
some Jews here and abroad in the Bolshevist movement. It tells us 
that “there are a cloud of witnesses to show that Bolshevism, both in 
Russia and in Germany, has been organised and supported by 
Jews,” and that “if the British public put these things together it 
is not the fault of the British Press but the fault of such Jews as Mr. 
ZANGWILL, who place themselves in such compromising situations.” 
According to this precious theory, if Mr. ZANGWILL and some other 
Jews choose to attend Bolshevist meetings, the British Press is justified in 
branding the whole Jewish people as Bolshevists! We do not know wh9 
“the cloud of witnesses"’ are the Morning Post refers to, but we 
have the undeniable authority of M. KERENSKY for saying that the great 
mass of the Russian Jewsare entirely innocent of thiscreed,and we may add, 
indeed, that no people have suffered more disastrously under its sway than 
our unhappy people in Russia. But because some Jews, like some non- 


Jews, are captivated by Bolshevism, therefore the whole race is to be held 
up to abuse and attack. 


The “ Morning Post's" Offer. 
OvurR contemporary complains “that the Jews have taken no 


steps to denounce publicly, and as a body, this hideous propa- 


ganda. Nor have they, ‘as far as the public know, taken any steps 
to organise a counter-propaganda to undo the mischief their compatriots 
are working in the Community.” With what better reason, we 
should like to know, can Jews more than non-Jews be called 
upon to organise a special movement against Bolshevism? If we were to 


accept this mischeivous counsel, we should stamp Bolshevism as’ 


what it is not and never has been—a specifically Jewish movement, 
and we do not propose foolishly to walk into the trap ‘thus 


spread before our eyes. The truth is that the Morning Post 


has not grasped the root principle of the whole matter, It cannot under- 


stand that all people reflect all the varied moods and theories of their day. 
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For this reason Bolshevism, just like other movements, will find its 
adherents among Jews as it does among Englishmen. But it 
is asking a little too much of human nature that Jews, who 
are no different~-in this respect from any other body, should 
accept Bolshevism as its own peculiar sin, and proceed to organise 
against it. Our contemporary offers the kiad suggestion .to, us 
that if we became a little more attentive to the friendly adyice of those 
who “wish us no harm,” we should be doing a better service to the race 
we represent. We hope we shall not be offending the Olympian dignity 
of the Morning Post, if we say that its counsel is a little reminiscent 
of a famous nursery rhyme: “I love little pussy, ber coat is so warm, and 
if I don’t burt her she'll do me noharm.” Unfortunately, we cannot help 
hurting the Morning Post. It is with our contemporary, regarding our- 
selves, a case of “ Cet auimal est trés méchant; quand on l'attaque il se 
défend.” Wel', we refuse to purchase immunity fromthe Morning Post's 
“harm” by leaving our community undefended—or by failing to defend 
it, even, if it be necessary, by hitting back—when it is unfairly and 
ungeéuerously attacked, as it is so often, by our contemporary. 


The Rev. d. Stern. 


THERE have been few sick beds beside which the Community has, in 
spirit, stood with greater concern and sympathy than that of the esteemed 
Minister of the East London Synagogue, and it is with feelings of deep 
relief that it has heard that the reverend gentlegnan has weathered the crisis 
of his illness. Mr. STERN has fought as gallant a struggle with sickness as 
he has with the difficulties af East London, and his coreligionists have 
watched it with sympathy, and, we rejoice to think, with hourly growing 
hope. We trust that Mr. Stern will now daily gather strength, and that he 
will soon be able to take his p)ace again in that vital department of work 
which would fare so differently—and so much worse—without his 
Presence. We cannot but ask, too, whether the time has not come 
do lift a little of the burden and responsibility which have lain with such 
crushing weight upon Mr. STERN'S shoulders for years. The best way 
in which the Community could express its thankfulness for his recovery 
would be to make that provision for the adequate East End Jewish 
Ministry which has long been so near to his heart. 


The Board of Guardians. 
__ THE annual report of the Board of Guardians possesses one satis- 
factory element. Thanks to the artificial stimulus of the War, with its 


constant employment and high wages, the number of applicants for 
assistance diminished, and the stoppage of immigration prevented new 
cases from filling the~ void. This is, no doubt, so far as it 
goes, a pleasing condition of things, though its transitoriness need 
hardly be impressed upon the experienced people who guide the 
activities of the Board, or, we hope, upon the general public. 
While, however, this slump in poverty is a good thing for the 
Board's finances, the general rise in prices has to be put to the debit 
side of the account, with regrettable results to the financial situation. 
We are sorry to see that, concurrently, there has been a falling off in 
donations and subscriptions, the revenue from which was £4,000 less 
than a decade ago. Some of this may be due to the idea that, distress 
being less, contributions may diminish likewise. In part, the report tells 
us, this unsatisfactory position is d 1e to old subscribers being hard hit by 
the war, but weare even more cone :rned toread thatthe newly rich have not 
stepped into the breach. This is a complaint that bas been heard in more 
than one quarter, and it is time that some plan was formulated for arousing 
the social, or, rather, the Jewish, conscience of these people. We cannot, 
however, conceal from ourselves that the detached. attitude of .certain 
Jews towards their “fo-eign” brethren—an attitude with which the 
President of the Board and one of its Treasurers have so prominently 
associated themselves—is not calculated to set in motion a current 
of sympathy for the Board's clients. When the “ foreign" Jew is held 
up to such contempt that dissociation from him is made a main feature 
of a Jewish organisation, it is difficult to expect the Community as a 
whole to come to his aid. There was a character in one of GRUNDY’s 
plays who, when asked for a subscription to an orphan asylum, 
churlishly replied that he did not encourage orphans; and the 
attitude to which we allude may well put into the’ mouth of the 
legs generous the excuse that they do not encourage foreign Jews. 
The sentiment which was the strength, indeed the very raison d'étre, 
of the Board, was the solidarity of the Jew; and once that principle is 
cut away, the appeal for brotherly help goes with it. That is the danger 
-—rthe very real and grave danger—which unhappily bas been introduced 
among us by those who make a point of differentiating between the 
“ British-born” and the “foreign” Jews living in this country. It 
isolates the foreign-born Jews, and estganges the British-born from them, 
as well as from some of the finest impulses Which moved the good men 
who founded the Board, We can only hope that the better nature of 
our people will gain the upper hand in this conflict of the trne with 
the false, and that the young men and women of our Community will 


not be deterred from obeying the generous and Jewish instincts of © 


their fathers, and answering the urgent call of the Board for workers. 


The League of British Jews. 
Ever since its initiation, we have clung to the hope that the 
founding of the League of British Jews would not create a definite 
cleavage in the Community, and that sooner or later the members of 
the League would find commen ground with the great majority of 
their coreligionists from whom they disagree. But we are bound 
te say that the speeches delivered at the annual meeting last 
Wednesday were not calculated to reassure us on. this 
point. When we find Jews demanding that Palestine should 
become more British than Jewish, ahd proclaiming that they 
stand for the Judaism which is religion only, we feel that there is a 
broad and fundamental difference which it is impossible to hide, and 
difficult toovercome. We cannot see eye to eye with Jews, who turning their 
backs upon all Jewish tradition, declare that they have organised them- 
selves so that they may help in subduing the Jewish tones from the 
Palestine of the future. Why in such a case Jews should he 
called upon more than any other body -to colonise, Palestine; or, 
indeed, why they particularly identify themselves with thorny Palestinian 
problems at all, is difficult to understand. No Government, and certainly 


not the British Government, we are certain, has ever envisaged 
the future of the Holy Land in the desperately anti-Jewish manner in which 
these members of the League viewit. Still more discouraging, to use a mild 
expression, is it that the speakers at the League meeting propagated 
the foolish fable that Zionism has added fuel to the anti-Jewish fires. We 
challenge any member of the League to point to any serious and tangible 
evidence of this allegation. | 


Why Cumbereth it the Ground? 


IT was stated at the meeting that the anoual report of the 
League constituted a very good answer to those who ask why the League 
was formed. With every desire to be fair to this body, we cannot agree 
that the meagre crop of activities described in this report is any 
justification for such assumption. Nobody knows what the membership 
of the organisation is. A year ago it comprised, we think, about one half per 
cent, of the Anglo- Jewish population; and although we are assured that the 
number has increased, the exact figure at which it now stands is not stated. 
But we may gather some conception of the enthusiasm which it inspires, 
or of the alarm which is felt by the Community at the supposed 
jeopardy in which its civic and political sights as British citizens 
stand, from the fact that no more than twenty-five to thirty 
people, all told, assembled at the meeting referred to. Need we 
draw the inevitable comparison with the vast crowds of men and 
women who have recently gathered in every part of the town—and 


_ throughout the country—in support of Jewish National aspirations ? In thes 


circumstances, we really cannot treat very seriously the remark of Mr. 
E. L. FRANKLIN, concerning the success of the League being measurable 
by the moderation of the-claims of Jewish Nationalists to-day compared 
with a year ago, It rather reminds us of the butterfly that once believed 
that it turned the wheel. Seriously, however, we put it to the 
League whether it is worth while persevering in their methods of 
dividing the Jews of this country. Their positive achievements 
in the combating of Zionist aspirations may amount to littl. And 
so far as the League strives to thwart those endeavours because 
it imagines that they conflict with the status and well-being of Jews or 
the security of their: political and civic rights as citizens of this 
country, or so far as the League wonld defend those rights from 
any other menace, it is but doing the work for which the Board of Deputies 
has been in existence for more than a century, and which the Board can do, 
by reason of its representative character, far more effectively than can the 
League. But the mischief its members are compassing in setting up a 
differentiation between the native and the foreign-born Jews in Anglo- 
Jewry may prove really grave. One of the speakers at the meeting was 
the President of the Jewish Board of Guardians, Mr. Leonarp L. 
COHEN. He, at least, as we point out elsewhere, cannot shut out all 
contemplation of the injury that is being worked by such differentiation. 


“A Good and Urgent Cause."’ 

WE wish godspeed to the joint scheme of the West London and the 
Liberal Synagogues for launching a sort of Jewish Toynbee Hall move- 
ment in East London. The scheme will entail a considerable yearly 
outlay, but the readiness with which the two bodies concerned have under- 


’ taken the obligation shows an excellent spirit aroused in a good and urgent 


cause. It is also significant that most of the initial capital outlay—scme 


£5,000—has been raised among thosewho are not members of either syna- 
gogue. This is said to be a tribute to thedevoted labours of Capt. and Mrs. 
BASIL HENRIQUES—a tribute with which we would cordially associate our- 
selves. But it also marks a sense of the gravity of the questions that press 
for practical consideration, and a broad- minded realisation that, in existing 
conditions, different religious view-points are far less important than 
united endeavour to solve our grievous difficulties. We can only hope 
that the work will be conducted on Jewish lines, as indicated ip the very 
admirable letter, which we print this week, from Mr. F. S. Spiers, and 
that it will be informed by insight, as well as by true understandiog, of 
the people among whom it is to be carried on. We observe 
that at the meeting of the West London Synagogue, at which 
the new scheme was outlined, Capt. HENRIQUEs quoted the 
Rev. MICHAEL ADLER as having told a Boys’ Club that though for 
the past four years he had eaten trefah and worked and travelled on the 


. Sabbath he was not one scrap the worse a Jew. We will not 


- comment on a statement such as this—quoted no doubt in all good faith 


by Capt. HENRIQUES—without knowing the spirit, the occasion, and, 
above all, the context of the remark. But we respectfully call the rev. 
gentleman’s attention to it. As it stands, however, we suggest it calls for 
some explanation. 
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The Week, 


On Tuesday last, the Chief Rabbi was introduced to Her Majesty the. 


Qaeen of Rumania, at the residence of the Rumanian Minister. Her 
Majesty thanked the Chief Rabbi for his help in connection with the 
Rumanian Red-Cross, and told him of the relief work at Jassy, carried on 
without any discrimination on the ground of race or religion, which was 
under Her Majesty's charge.

IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 
FROM MY NOTE BOOK. 


HERE is a story told of that good and faithful Jewess who 


was laid to her eternal rest this week which invests her 


life with an attractive shaft of romance.

But characteris- 
tically, Samuel Montagu would not be thwarted in that upon which he 
bad determined. And the story goes, that when he was put off in his 
plea for the lady’s hand by the answer that she was still at school, he 
repaired to the * academy” at Dover, at which she was a pupil, and there 
plighted his troth and was accepted. Needless to add that he was there- 
after received and welcomed in his fiancée’s family circle. This at least 
is the little narrative that has reached me. As I say, it gives a romantic 
touch to a union that was infinitely blessed—that now is complete in death, 
as it was lovely and pleasant in life. 


it is surprising that so able a controversialist as Rabbi Israel Mattuck 

should think it worth his while to employ a poverty-stricken argument 
in defence of his position. That a man like him does so is not the best 
testimony to the strength of the cause which he champions. It has been 
pointed out to me that in the course of the sermon printed in last week’s 
JEWISH CHRONICLE, Rabbi Mattuck “ chipped” traditionalists (or the 
orthodox) and told them that if they were “ going to look for non-Jewish 
and semi-Christian ideas,” they should turn to their own Prayer Book. 
“ One example,” he said, “ should suffice them. Listen to this from the 
Burial! Service in the Authorised Prayer Book: * For the sake of him who 
was bound like a lamb, O hearken and do.’” “ Can anything,” asked 
Rabbi Mattuck, “in thought and expression be more like one of the 
fundamental ideas of Christianity ?.”’ 


RABBI MATTUCK knows well enough that Christian theologians 

look upon the story of Isaac as an Old Testament analogue to the 
New Testament story of the crucifixion, and as a justification for the 
theory that the Deity commanded a sacrifice of blood as a manifestation of 
faith. Inthesame way, they regard the whole of the sacrificial laws as part 
of a penitential system, the crowning of which was the immolation of Jesus. 
So that it would seem that there was running in Rabbi Mattuck’s mind 
something much more than a mere verbal likeness between the phrase 
he quoted and Christian sentiment. How he can argue, however, that 
Jews ought not, if they wish to avoid Christian ideas, to make a reference 
to the story of Isaac, because that narrative has been parodied and mis- 
applied to fit Christian doctrine, passes understanding. Does he not see 
that there is a world of difference between thought and expression ? 
He might as well say that logically we should eliminate from he Old 
restament all the so-called Christological verses, notably, for instance, 
portions of Isaiah, because Christia:s have twisted and turned them to 
the service of their own doctrine. What is charged—rightly or wrongly 
—against Liberal ‘ews, is that thev cultivate Christian thoughts and 
employ Christian expressions to clothe the thoughts. It is no adequate 
reply to say that others use Christian-sounding expressions, 


F, however, Rabbi Mattuck meant that the likeness to Christian senti- 
ment of the quotation he used, made the sentence logically unemployable 


by orthodox Jews, it would be interesting to know where the Minister of 
the Liberal Synagogue is going to stop. “My Redeemer liveth,” in the 
Adon Olam clearly would have to be taboo; for that is the title by 
which a famous Christian anthem is knowm. Torefer to the Almighty as 
* our Saviour,”’ which we constantly do in the course of our “ authorised " 
prayers, must, by the same parity of argument, be regarded as 
un-Jewish, because the. Nazarene is universally known as _ the 
“Saviour.” The Penitential Prayer, “Our Father, our King,” to 
give another instance that comes to mind, would need much 
pruning, seeing that it speaks of those slain: for the ‘“ Holy Name,” 
and those who went throwgh fire and water for the sanctification 
of the Name—undoubtedly Christian-sounding expressions—while to 
pray “that the blood of Thy servants that hath been shed shall be 
avenged” woyld never pass muster. Our invocation to God as a 
“merciful Father” must equally be held to be un-Jewish, since the 
“ Lord’s Prayer "—so called—is addressed to “ Our Father which art in 
heaven"; while to pray “that God may not forsake us” brings us very 
near to the agonising plea attributed to Jesus in the last hours of the 
torture that ended in his death. Rabbi Mattuck,in the tw quoque he 
adopted, seems altogether, to have invoked poor logic and worse theology. 


N the course of his recent address at Hampstead, Major Laurie Magnus, 
in referring to the struggle by our people in England for civic and 
political rights, quoted Macaulay's arguments in favour of the political 
emancipation of Jews, and said that “ Macaulay was in 1833 briefed by 
Sir Francis Goldsmid and the ancestors of other British Jews who are 
thus pledged to the terms of that ‘scrap of paper.’"" He advanced this 
argument because, as he stated, ‘the Act of 1858 might be repealed 
in 1919 if Zionists convince anti-Semites that Jews are a nation in 
Palestine, and if anti-Semites prevail upon Parliament to legislate Jews 
into foreigners in England.” This strikes me as being a line of argument 
that, if possible, should be “ reasoned with.” 


N the first place, I would remark that Sir Francis Goldsmid cannot be 
said to have beena representativeof the Jewish Community of his day, 


seeing that he belonged to a section with which the Board of Deputies, 
representing as it did the British synagogues of the time, refused to be 
associated. But it is a startling theory that one man, however able and 
prominent and respected he may have been, should have had the power of 
binding the community for all time and in all cirenmstances, That, however, 
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by the way. But what was this alleged agreement between the British 
Parliament and the Jews of the country, so often referred to by clever 
Leaguers and never defined ? Major Laurie Magnus seems to think that it 
was a treaty, actual or implied, under which the Brilish Government 
altered its laws, so as to allow Jewish citizens to exercise civic and 
political rights, on condition that no Jew who was born here or became 
naturalised in this country, should ever wish to exchange British 
nationality for some other. If that were so, then the supposed treaty 
has been regarded as a “ scrap of paper” a thousand times—every time, 
in fact, any Jew has decided to move his residence, say, from London 
to Paris or New York to become, a French or American Citizen, 
instead of a British citizen. 


F course, there never was any such bargain, understanding or treaty. 
The whole argument, indeed, is reared upon a purely arbitrary idea 


of national duty and national loyalty. No country has a right to say to 
its subjects : ‘* You shall, becanse you are born or naturalised here, always 
remain subjects of this country.” And no country does. On the contrary, 


all countries make laws and regulations —combine in making them, indeed — 


—in case subjects of one country desire to exchange their subjecthood. 
Nor is it in the Isast an offence—as little a moral offence as it is a legal 
offence—for a man who wishes to do so, to exchange one nationality for 
another. 


HERE is no more harm in an Englishman electi~g to live in America 

and to become an American citizen, thar there is in an English, 
citizen electing to live in Palestine and become a citizen of a Jewish State. 
assuming one were formed. The idea that seems to ron in Major Laurie 
Magnus's mind that there is any blame attachable to the individual who 
changes his citizenship, shows that he possesses crude notions of civics. 
Alla country has a right to demand, and the only implication to be 
derived from the granting of civic and political rights-to Jews in this 
country—all indeed that Macaulay promised won!d happen in regard to 
Jews—is that subjects of the country shall be loval citizens of that 
conutry. And Major Laurie Magnus does singularly ill service to his 
fellow-Jews—to “ British Jews" be it noted, equally, it not more certainly, 
than to “foreign '' ones—by his constant suegestion that they prove them- 
selves disloyal when they are supporters of the Jewish National Movement 


HEN Major Laurie Magnns declares: “ If the Zionists convince anti- 
Semites that the Jews are a nation in Palestine, and if anti- 
Semites prevail upon Parliament to legislate Jews into foreigners in 
England,” then “the Act of 1858 might be repealed in 1919," I can only 
say that if there be much virtue, there is also much malice, in an “ if,”’

PLIGHT OF THE JEWS IN POLAND, 


A GOVERNMENT INQUIRY. 
The following details have been transmitted from special newspaper corre- 
spondents in Poland 

A step towards an attempt to settle the Jewish question, which for the last 
four months has been acute throughout Poland, was taken by the Polish 
Parliament when it adopted a resolution calling for the appointment of a Com- 
mission to study the Jewish question and find a method of settlement. The 
resolution providing for sach a Commission was introduced by Professor 
Stanislav Grabski, one of the leaders of the National Democratic party now in 
power, 

The appointment of the Commission is taken here as a direct reply by the 
Government to the expression of the bitter hamiliated state of mind of the 
Jewish population which was given in Pariiament by the Jewish deputy Noah 
Prilutski. Throwing all restraint to the wind, Prilutski reproached the Govern- 
ment bitterly for what he alleged was the systematic persecution of Jews in 
every walk of life and all spheres of society. 

In demanding a Commission to study the Jewish question Professor 
Grabski said: “A vifal change has taken place in our country. Now that 
Poland is an independent State we must look upon the Jewish quesrion not 
from the theoretic nationalist standpoint but from the standpoint of a Govern- 
ment. We desire no one to feel unhappy in Poland. We want all to be good 
and faithful citizens.” 


UNPUNISHED EXCESSES. 

The following are some of the most striking phrases in Prilutski's address: 

Jewish public opinion in Poland is ina state of despair because the perpetrators 
of excesses against the Jews go unpunished. Uaprotected innocent people, wi hout 
regard to sex, have in recent months been whipped on the naked body, robbed, and 
murdered. The names of such victims are known to the Government, memoranda 
having been submitted. I demand of the Government to siate whether the mikers of 
the pogroms at Kielce and Lemberg will be punished. 

With another thing I reproach the Government—its failure to counteract official 


anti-Semitism. Jews are boycotted in filling Government positions. Sach positions 
are not given according to the qualifications of candidates, but exclusively to non- 
Jews. Thus several thousand Jewish railway officials, who have done their work well, 
have been relieved of their positions. A second form of anti- sei ism is shown in the 


limitations set on commerce. If the Government is ¢etermined to limit certain 
branches of commerce, the rules stiould apply to Jew and Geutile alike. At present 
the limitations are applied only to Jews. 

STARVATION AND MISERY. 


The economic condition of three-quarters of the Jews at Warsaw is extremely 
bad. Entire families stand in the street begging for a few pfennigs to buy 
bread, which costs two marks a pound. Thousands of people walk the streets 
in rags. Children are stunted; youngsters of e’even look no bigger than a 
child of seven. Even worse is the plight of those who are ashamed to beg 

Dr. Boris Bogen, of New York, who is directing the relief work in Warsaw 
of the Joint Distributing Committee of American funds for jewish war sufferers, 


With the food which arrived from Dantzig we are taking care of 75,009 of the worst 
cases of starvation, and we expect.to tide these cases over for a few montis, but this 
is only a drop in the bucket. Out of the lewish population of Warsaw, which is 
300,000, 200,090 are registered with charity orzanisatjons, 

Next to food and c othing the most imporiant thing needed is nurses fr>m Amer ca 
speaking Yiddish, to take care of the sick children. [he sanitary conditions in the 
homes are frightful, and special diseases of the eye and bone have developed in 
thousands. Eyesight is so weak here from under nourishment that thousands caanot 
at night. 


A Committee for Jewish Relief from America has arrived here, and is 
assisting Dr. Bogea in the relief work. 


In the absence of Sir Stuart Samuel, Dr. Samuel Daiches presided, on 
Wednesday week, at a public meeting at Beaumont Hall, Mile Eod, addressed 
by M. Farbstein, of Warsaw, who spoke for an hour and a half on the position 
of the Jews in Poland under the régimes of the Russians, ihe Germans, and the 
Poles. M. Farbstein's sad n«rrative drew tears from many inthe audience. He 
appealed for funds for an orphans’ home at Warsaw. A sum of over {200 was 
collected. Dr. Daiches, in referring to M. Farbstein's report, said tha: ut should 
have been delivered at the Albert Hall, so that the English nauion might have 
learnt what the war had done for the Jows The world should see ro it that 
the fullest reparation was made to the Jewish peop'e. The Persia of Haman, 
Dr. Daiches declared, was paradise compared with the Poland of Paderewski. 


The Polish-Jewish Question. 


STATEMENT BY M. PADEREWSKI, 

The special correspondent of the Morning Post at Warsaw, writing from 
thereon the 13th inst., states: the Polish Premver, M. Paderewski, in the course 
of a discussion to-day. of Polish problems, made a statement concerning the 
fewish question. This statement he has granted permiswon to print, because 
he feels that years of German propaganda have so clouded the issues and 
perverted facts that it may be difficult for Allied countries clearly to compre- 
hend the position his Government has definitely taken up. 

To begin with, he said that there were two Jewish factions in Poland to 
be considered. There was what is known as the Orthodox Party, compris: g 
a definite majority of the 3,000 000 Jews in the country. These people, 
M. Paderewski declared, he regarded among the best and most useful ci::zens 
of the new State; they had no distinct political programme, and held the 
Jewish qu stion to be a solely religious one. The Premier acknowledged grate- 
fully the support that the great mass of Poles of Hebraic extraction had given 
him. The other Jewish faction was the Poland Separatist Party The 
Separatists wished to maintain themselv-s as aclass apart, a nation within a 
nation. They demanded separate schools for Jews, the use of the Jewish 
language whenever members of their race came into court, the printing of all 
official announcements in both Polish and Hebrew, and much else to emphasise 
and perpetuate the distinction between Poles born of Jewish parents and Poles 
not of Jewish blood. 

“That,” said M. Paderewski, “is impossible . . . We cannot have |ewish 
Poles and Polish Poles. All must be simply completely Poles, bound by a single 
allegiance and acommon patriotism. Thirdly, may I ask what nation on earth 
would even discuss acceding to such a request? Surely, thinking people the world 
‘over, including millions of Jews themselves, must see just how impossible it 
would be. 

“T know,” M. Paderewski continued, “ that thousands of people in France, 
England, and America believe that the question of the Jews in Poland is ful! of 
intricacies, No Jewish question exists here to-day except the question raised 
by the Separatists, who represent something less dies 5 per ‘cent. of our popu- 
lation of 25,000,000, and are in a minority among even the Jews of this country

Sir,—What is being done to secure for the JEWisH CHRONICLE an 
adequate circulation among Members of Parliament ? 

Last week's issue is particularly illuminating on the questions of the Alien 
Jews,. Jewish nationality and, if I may add, of. religion stripped of the rags 
of the past. 

It is essential that the Jewish community should recognise that something 
has to be done if the 150 Members of Parliament, who have pledged themselves 
to expel “undesirable” aliens, are to discriminate between those who are 
desirable and the reverse.

The Lemberg Pogroms. 


From Mr, ISRAEL COHEN, Empire House, 175, Piccadilly, \V. 1. 
‘To THE Epiror,| 

Sir,—The report of “the Committee appointed to investigate the Jewish 
pogrom at Lemberg,” published in your last issue, calls for a much more 
detailed and searching criticism than that which it received in your editorial 
columns, Pending tbe publication of the report on my visit to Poland, I wish 
to say that I regard the report of the “Committee of Inquiry,” issued by 
Reuter’s representative at Posen, as uiterly inadequate, inaccurate, and mis- 
leading. The number of Jews killed in the Lemberg pogrom, as I personally 
ascertained, was seventy-three. Although this is much less than the number of 
victims originally announced, the gravity.of the pogrom is hardly diminished. On 
the contrary, I the situauon was much more serious than I anticipased, 
forthe poxrom was not the work of a mere rabble; but was a punitive expedition 


undertaken by Polish troops against the Jews for having mantained neutrality 
in the fight between Polesand Ukrainians. “It isa punitive expedition into the 


Jewish quarter which cannot be kept back,” said the Potish Cinef of Staff, — 


M. Jakubski, to a Jewish deputation that waited on him on the morning of the 
first day of the pogrom, November 22nd. Several days before the excesses 
began, the Jews heard from various sources that as soon as the Poles secured 
possession of the city there would be a pogrem for 48 hours. After the rioting 
began, Jewish deputations appealed repeatedly to the Polish c vil and military 
authorities to intervene and declare martial law. Not until after 48 hours did 
the autborities take the needful step. 

The report of the “ Committee of Inquiry,” says: “ The-Jews assert that 
Polish officers led the crowd, but so far they have been unable to prove any 
actual case.” The fact is that Polish officers led, not the crowd, but soldiers or 
legionaries, who formed the most conspicuous and destructive element among 
the rioters. The jewish- Relief Committee in Lemberg bas the signed deposi- 
tions of eye-witnesses concerning 500 cases in which patrols led by officers took 
part, and about 2;300 cases in which indiv:dua! soldiers took part: The names 
are known of 18 officers and 72 legionaries. Moreover, Polish officers carried 
off loot in military motor cars; military motor lorries were used for the trans- 
port of benzine to fire houses and synagogues; and signed receipts were given 
by officers for “contributions.” So far from the Press accounts having been 
“ gross exaggerations,” apart from the mere question of the number of victims, 
I bave no hesitation in declaring that the full heinousness of the Lemberg out- 
rage has not yer by any means been exposed, For pogrom incidents occurred 
in Lemberg almost daily down to the early part of January; and down to the 
day of my departure from the sorrow-stricken city, January 29th, the Jewish 
Kelief Committee was compelled to provide 500 men daily, at its own cost, for 
work in the Polish trenches. : 

Finally, } cannot help expressing my surprise that the report communicated 
by Reuter, which is said to besthat of an Allied Committee of Inquiry, should 
have been issued from Posen instead of from Paris. When 1 was in Lemberg

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THE LEAGUE OF BRITISH JEWS. 


ANNUAL MEETING, 


“ENGLAND FOR THE ENGLISHMAN.” 


The Annual Meeting of the League of British Jews was held on 
Wednesday, at Steinway Hall. Major LIONEL DE ROTHSCHILD, 
O.B.E., M.P., presided. There was only a small attendance. 

The CHAIRMAN said that this was the second general meeting of the 
members of the League, and he thought he might say that they had made head- 
way during the past year. Their membership had increased, and they had been 
active in many ways. Their financial position was on the whole sound, and he 
thought they could congratulate themselves on having come through their — 
first year with increased strength and with something to look back upon 
in the way of work done. The political situation had probably become a 
little clearer since their last meeting. The Zionists had put forward 
their views tothe English Government, and during the year more than one 
attempt had been made by members of the Committee of the League to try and 
arrive at some cOmmon agreement, some working agreement by which those 
Jews who believed in the views of the League could yet help in the scheme of 
the British Goverfiment to form a British colony in Palestine. They bad been 
able to write to the very powerful Committee in America saying that sub- 
stantially they were in agreement with their ideas, and although they had not 
been able to come to any agreement with Dr. Weizmann and M. Sokolow, he 
thought they had been able to explain their differences in influential circles in 
England, and been able to make it quite clear that while they did and could 
not agree with all the views that were put forward by Dr. Weizmann and M. 
Sokolow, yet they were quite anxious to help the British Government in 
every way they might desire to make the British Colony of Palestine a great 
success, As they anticipated, the views that had been put forward by the 
Zionists had led to 


A CERTAIN AMOUNT OF ‘ANTI-SEMITISM 
in certain newspapers in this country during the past year, Varions attack¢ 
had been made upon Jews residing in this country, and the League had either 
officially or through some of its members tried to dissipate and undo any harm 
that these articles might have done. One view which raiher astonished him 
was.to the effect that the Bo!shevists were ail Jews, and what a pity it was that 
the leading members of the Jewish Community in this country could not restrain 
the Bolshevists in England from spreading their propaganda. They knew quite 
clearly that the Bolshevists were not al! Jews. And the leading Jews in thiscountry 
could. no more resirain any Jews who might be Bolshevists than the leading 
Protestants could prevent Mr. Mactean from opposing Mr. Barnes in Glasgow. 
Theywere not responsible far the views of the Bolshevisis in any way, and 
though, undoubtediy,.a certain number of the Bolshevists were Jews, a larger 
propertion were certainly not jews, and be very much doubted whether any 
good jews, any believing Jews, were Bolshevisis. The Bolshevists of the 
Jewish race were renegades, ani had probably dropped their Jewish religion, 
They (members of the League) claimed to be British subjects of the Jewish 
religion. Certain Christians had taken up Zionism with enthusiasm—men like 
Sir Mark Sykes—because they believed in the fature of Palestine as the home 
for a lasge number of oppressed Jews in Eastern Europe. Although Sir 
Mark. Sykes. was. a Zionist at heart, he (the Chairman) believed he was 
a Zionwt from the point of view of the League, and he very much 
deplored that death should have deprived this country of his brilliant services. 
Certain other gentlemen had taken ap the cause of Zionism because, as 
one wrote to the newspapers, they believed in England for the Englis. and 
Palestine for the Jews. Perhaps they wished all Jews to go to Palestine. 
They of the League also believed in England for the English and. Palestine 
for the Palestinians—

whether he were Christian or Jew. The annual report of the League was a 
very good answer to those who asked why the League was formed, what it bad 
done, and why it should continue. He expressed the hope that it would con- 
tinue to progress during the coming year. 

Mr. LEONARD L. COHEN, in moving the election of the Council, said that 
the Chaisman had told them of the efforts that had been made by the League 
to promote unity in the Community by a rapprochement with the Zionists, and 
he was sure they would welcome what had been done in that direction, but it 
must not be forgotten that one of the main principles of their movement was 
that religion and nationality were independent conceptions. As they would 
have gathered from the Chairman's speech, it had been necessary for the 
League on many occasions to defend that vital principle. Anti-Semites —not 
confined to the Press—had used this theory of Jewish nationalism as a fresh 
weapon with which to pursue their campaign. The efforts of the League had 
been directed towards repellinz these attacks, and he hoped they would continue 
ta be so: directed in the future, . Unfortunately those who had: been described 
as 100 per cent. Jewish nationalists were doing an infinity of

here and elsewhere, and he ventured to say, even to. the cause of the Zionists. 
The Warsaw correspondent of the Morning Post this week has reported the 
Premier of Poland; M. Paderewski, as denouncing those Jewish Separatists who 
wished to maintain themselves as a class apart, anation within anation. It was 
this pernicious theory-—that the Jews constituted a separate political nationality 
—that the League was out to fight. In Poland, and everywhere elise, they 
claimed perfect freedom and perfect equality. He wassure that their co-opera- 
tion would add to the influegge, and authority which the League was rapidly 
uiring. 

os Mr. E. SEBAG-MONTEFIORE seconded the motion. which was carried. The 
new members of the Council are Mr A. M. Samuel, M.P., Lieut.-General Sir 
John Monash, and Major F. C. Stern, M.C.,O B.E. 

Mr. C. G. MONTEFIORE, inacknowledging his re-election, said he thought 
they might fairly say that the League had done a certain amount of useful w urk 
during the past year. ©neof the difficulties which stood in4heir way wis that 
the position which they were attempting with some success to maintein, acd the 
point of view which they were putting forward were a position and a point of 
view which were exceedingly familiar to a large number of English Jews. It 
was a position with which they bad grown up and were thoroughly accustomed to, 
and it was exceedingly difficult for them to realise that it was_in any danger. 
That was one of the difficulties which had stood in the way of a rapid increase 
in the membership of the League, They could not realise that as Englishmen 
of the Jewish farth their civil and political liberty was in any danger. ‘hey 
knew it had been achieved in the emancipation period, but they did not r_ lis: 
there was any difficulty in maintaining it. Happily, to defend the idea thai the 
great bond which united Jews was that of 


RELIGION ONLY, 


there was now in England that League. Judgment against them could not now 
go by default. The achievement of their fathers and grandfathe:s would not 
be questioned or endangered without any answer or reply. They already saw 
that-S:atesmen, members.of Parliament, and the public generaliy, were begin- 
ning to realise that potitical Zionists and Jewish Nationalists of the extr mer 
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type were not the only Jews in 
Jews in the world. So far as English Jews were concerned, they were 
distinctly in a’ minority. There were considerable difficulties in the 
way. There was the difficulty of which Mr, Cohen had spoken. They 
had been attacked for desiring to destroy the unity in the Community, 
He had pointed out that unity was a very good thing, but there was something 
more precious and valuable than unity—it was the cause for which they were 
fighting, the cause for maintaining the distinction between nationality and 
religion, and the cause of freedom which was not in danger so much here but 
was being endangered in the countries of Eastern and South-Eastern Europes. 
So he was not afraid when he was attacked on this score by their antagonists. 
There were things which were more important than unity, There was another 
way in which they were attacked. They were told they were not patriotic 
because they had not sufficiently supported the Zionist aspirations of the 
English Government. The Chairman had sufficiently repudiated that charge. 
It was an absurd charge. They were glad that Palestine should be under 
English control. They preferred it to be 


MORE ENGLISH THAN JEWISH. 


They were averse to the foundation of a Jewish State or a Jewish nationality. 
By all means let there be an English Colony in Palestine in which all creeds 
and all religions might be equal and where their coreligionists might enjoy all 
the liberties, civil and cultural, they required, and in time there might be built 
up a flourishing Palestinian nationality in the future. He could not think that 
these views conflicted with the aims of the English Government towards Pales- 
tine. The charge of being “unpatriotic,” therefore, fell to the ground. They 
wanted to see a nationality in Palestine on the lines of England, one State with 
equal citizens, whatever their religion might be. These were the aims of the 
League. He hoped the members would enable them to realise these aims still 
further. 

Major Laurie MAGNus said he was very glad that Mr. Cohen had 
referred to the telegram from Warsaw reporting the speech of M. Paderewski. 
He had been particularly struck with the very clear distinction which M., 
Paderewski drew between the two Jewish factions in Poland. This distinction 
applied to the conditions in England, too, and he could wish some of their 
leading statesmen could visualise this distinction as clearly as M. Paderewski 
had seen itin Poland. The functions of the League lay very clearly before 
them and were likely to increase as time went on. He thought he could 
undertake that the Council would devote themselves to these duties because 
they believed that only by maintaining the difference between religion and 
nationality and upholding their status as Englishmen of the Jewish faith would 
they be able to do justice to the Jewish cause in this country. 

Sir HARRY SAMUEL, M.P., in proposing the re-election of the Hon. Officers, 
said that he supported the League not only for his own sake but for the sake of 
those coming after him. 

Mr. E. L. FRANKLIN, J.P., in seconding the motion, said thatthe success of 
the League might be gauged by the moderation of the claims of the Nationalists 
now ascompared with a year ago. 

The motion was carried unanimously. 

Sir Marcus SAMUEL, Bart., in acknowledging his re-election as Vice-Presi- 
dent, said that he had originally accepted this office only afier matureconsideration 
of the objects of the League. He did not think there was anything incompatible 
between being an English Jew and aiding those of their faith in other lands, 
He recalled the fact that when he was Lord Mayor he had refrained from 
issuing an invitation to his banquet to the Rumanian Minister 
as a@ protest against the treatment of the Rumanian Jews, and his 
action had been thoroughly approved and appreciated by the statesmen of that 
time. He would be sorry if their membership of the League should militate 
against their rendering any legitimate aid to their brethren in other countries, 
but that should not involve the principle that they should welcome them here 
as refugees once they had obtained equal rights in their own country. He 
could not see that because one was a Jew by creed he was called upon to dis- 
criminate between Jews and Gentiles. | 

The CHAIRMAN referred to the retirement of Mr. A. Abrahams as Hon. 
Secretary, and paid a tribute to his work on behalf of the League. 

On the motion of Mr. M. A. GREEN, the Auditors were re-elected. 

On the motion of the PRESIDENT, a vote of condolence was passed to 
Lord Swaythling, Vice-President, on the death of his mother. 

A vote of thanks to the President was carried, on the motion of Capt. LEo 
M. MYERS.

The annual report states in part :— 

Founded in November, 1917, the League of British Jews is little more than fifteen 
months old at the date of the publication of this report. On the League's first appear- 
ance, and before its programme had been developed, it was assailed in certain 
quarters with considerable hostility. Though war-time restrictions precluded wide 
advertisement, yet the sincerity of its motives, the logic of its policy, and the 
paramount need for its religious and patriotic aims prevailed, and the League has 
made steady progress throughout the year. The League's membership is world-wide, 
It includes British residents in France, Switzerland, New Zealand, New South Wa'es, 
South Africa, Canada, Burma, and India. Its mumbers increase regularly, and 
practically all those eligible among the well-known workers on Jewish institutions and 
charities are members of the League. What it has accomplished in its ful year of 
activity has proved how much more remains to be done now that the return of 
peace conditions enables more active measures to be set on foot. The 
League has established a branch in Birmingham, and is grateful to the 
aid rendered by this branch in spreading the knowledge of the League's work. 
The League has issued a number of leaflets dealing with its aims and objects, and 
with the dangers of the Jewish “ Nationalist" movement. Several lectures have also 
been given under the League's auspices, and various letters have been sent to the 
Press. With the Anerican Jewish Committee the League has found itself in such 
substantial agreement on the Nationalist and Palestine questions that a cordial 
arrang-ment for co-operation has been entered into. There has been much necessarily 
confidential correspondence with several individuals and bodies. If we were at liberty 
to publish only a part of these, members woula be able to form some idea of how wide 
a field the League's activities have covered. It is, however, allowable to mention the 
fact that certain proposals were submitted to the League concerning the future govern- 
ment and conditions of Palestine, and that the League's views and criticisms were 
submitted in regard to these proposals for the consideration of our Government, In 
conclusion, members may be assured that a careful watch has been maintained over 
all that might affect the status of British Jews professing the Jewish religion, while 
every opportunity has been ta en to co-operate in any well-considered scheme for 
— such coreligionists in Paiestine as may wish to make their home in the Holy

Traditional and Liberal Judaism. 
A Reply to Rabbi Mattuck. 


From Mr. F. S. SPIERS, B.Sc., 76, Carlton Mansions, W. 9.

S1r,—In the very lucid sermon on Liberal Judaism published in your last 
issue, Rabbi Mattuck defines Traditional Judaism in the following terms: “It 
values forms in religion above all else and conceives religion almost altogether 
in terms of ritual observances.” Such a statement should not be allowed to 
pass unchallenged, for it implies a complete misconception as to what Tradi- 
tional Judajsm really stands for, and it is based on the fallacy which I venture 
to think lies at the root of the Liberal Jewish position. 

The trath is: Judaism, as conceived by the traditionalists, is something much 
more than a religion in the accepted narrow sense of the term. It is a pattern 
of life built up upon a religious—an ethical monotheistic—basis. Now life 
expresses itself in thought, feeling, action, and institutions. Judaism, there 
fore, expresses itself in the form of Jewish thought and feeling; in individual 
action which is Jewish; in family, social, communal and, in its fulness, national 
institutions which likewise are Jewish. Traditional Judaism, in a word, con- 
cerns itself with the whole of life, and to define Jewish practice as mainly “ ritual 
observance” is the merest travesty of the truth. The fact is, Liberal Judaism, 
having in substance divorced itself from the myriad other sides of life, tends to 
express itself almost entirely in terms of religious worship. It is only a Liberal 
Jew who can say: “I am a Jew only by religion,” Religion is either everything, 
as in traditional Judaism, or confined principally to the cult, as in Liberal 
Judaism. 

Rabbi Mattuck errs greatly if he thinks that what separates the Liberal 
from the Traditional standpoint is the attitude towards scientific and historical 
criticism, and the acceptance or the rejection of the principle of development. 
The former subject, space and time will not. permit me to discuss now, except 
to say: firstly, that questions of origin are largely irrelevant to the matter of 
the purpose and definition of JeWish practice and thought; and, secondly, that 
in so far as the scientific study of the Bible is concerned, we must await—bere 
I merely follow Schechter—a school of Jewish analysts without the prevailing 
bias, before pronouncing final judgment. But the matter, I repeat, is of 
scientific and not of practical interest 

With regard to the question of development, it is a mere statement of fact 
that Jewish life undergoes a process of slow, organic development like any 
other living organism ; and this development may be illustrated by the d flerence 
between the ideas and practices of, say, Rashi in the llth century and 
S. D. Luzzatto in the 19th—to quote two typical Jews in the unmistakably 
royal line of descent. Traditional Jews criticise Liberal Judaism not because 
it accepts the principle of development, but because it misunderstands the 
principle and refuses to live up to it, in any sense acceptab'e to a philosophic 
view of history. They maintain that Liberal Judaism is not a developed buta 
diluted form of Judaism, concerned with but a smal! corner of life, and based 
not on organic growth but on imitation of the dominant faith and outlook.

the beauty and the greatness of his sacrifice?” “The outsider ” (whic is the 
author) adds that “even so, we do not know enough of Jesus—the records are 
too small and too uncertain—for us to assert categorically that this min’s life was 
unique, perfect, and unapproachable. The material shrinks together." Then we 
meet with the impugned works: “‘ We may, if we pleas-, call the ideal life— 
and each of us will make up his own idea!)—the life of Christ. But to call the 
life of the historic Jesus the flawless exemplar, the essence, the completion, the 
fulness, of the absolutely perfect life, seems to me exaggerated and impossible.” 
Then follows an estimate of Jesus which one might expect from a missionary 
whose task it is to convert the Jews and to lead them to appreciate his Saviour's 
“striking character and personality.” Let us not forget that all we are told in 
the Gospels about Jesus relates to one single year of his life—the last. Yet in 
spite of this fact Mr. Montefiore tells us that we may call the ideal life, “ the 
life of Christ." In the mouth of the late Professor Jowett, a Christian, the 
words are natural and proper, For a Jew to speak about the life of Christ at 
all is bistorically an anachronism. The Jew does not believe that the Messiah 
or Christ has ever lived his life—he is to come. Moreover, to call the 
ideal life “the life of Christ” is nonsense in the mouth of a Jew. Let us 
remember why we are Jews. Our mission is to defend, if needs be with 
our very life, the eternal truth, entrusted to our keeping, that there is only 
one God, the Creator of Heaven and earth and all that is therein. To 
millions of our fellow-beings Christ has superseded the Eternal God of Israel. 
Mr. Montefiore again and again in his bodks speaks of Jesus as “a 
prophet, spiritually and: religiously akin to Amos, Isaiah, Jeremiah, and 
Ezekiel.” But tbat is not enough, He tells his brethren thit “ we need the 
correction of the Gospel. .We need the ideal of perfection, the unattainable 
ideal.” This ideal of perfection, which is given by the correction of the Gospel, 
is to the Christian “the Christ Ideal,” which Mr. Montefiore also recommends 
to Jews when he says that we may call “the ideal life” the “Irfe of Christ.” 
Again he tells us, “ Yet the time will surely come when the roll of Israel's 
prophets will be acknowledged by Jews-themselves not to close before the 
prophet of Nazareth. Not Malachi but Jesus will be spoken of as ‘ the last of 
he prophets.” Elsewhere he remarks : “ Jesus was, let us assume,-a very good 
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and a very great man, but not a perfect map, and not without limitations, 
both intellectual and religious; yet the doctrine of the Divinity of Christ, though 
literally false, may, nevertheless, contain elements of truth and of value. And 
so, too, with the Trinity, and with other Christian dogmas, Literally, they 
may be false and transitory, but they will not pass away without leaving 
fructifying seeds for the purer and truer conception of God and of man that is 
to follow them” (pp. 292 f). The other “ Christian dogmas” in the above 
passage include the Inc rnation (p. 85). I venture to think that the reason why 
the Christian critics find Mr. Montefiore’s remarks about Jesus such “ painful 
reading " conveying 4 “ painful impression” is simply due to the fact that be 
does not go the whole hog. “Either believe in the fu/i doctrines of the 
Incarnation, Trinity, and Divinity of Christ,” they would like to say, “or leave 
these specific Christian mysteries alone.” Is it likely that Christian readers of 
Mr. Montefiore’s compromises can feel quite happy ? 

We of Israel, children of countless martyrs who gladly died for the Unity 
of God and rejected at the stake the Incarnation, the Divinity of Christ, the 
Trinity, the legends of Jesus, and the folk-lore of the Gospels, we refuse to-day 
and always Mr. Montefiore’s suggestion to “ come te terms with the Gospels ” 
or to call the ideal tife, ** the life of Christ.” 

Liberal Jews in England, beware of the sophistries of your teachers! 
“ How long halt ye between two opinions? If the Lord be God follow Him” ; 
but if Jesus be the Christ, then call his life your ideal. There is no room for 
compromise, Either be Jews, loyal to the past and to the present, or assimi- 
late. Torah of Moses or Gospel of Jesus—either one or the other, there is no 
alternative, despite the futile efforts of “‘ Synoptic Gospels for Jewish readers,” 


“ The Cheapening of Religion.”

Sir,—I have been following the controversy aroused by Miss Montagu’s 
address with keen interest. 
My idea of God—if so finite an atom as I may imagine Infinitude—is 
exactly expressed by the great Persian poet, Firdausi : ; 
I know not what Thou art 
But I know Thou art what 
Thou alone canst be. 


Yet, as a believer, I do protest against the undignified conceptions of the 
Lord, our God, the Supreme Unity, the exquisite and transcendent, ineffable 
Deity of my dreams and heart, which seem to be abroad in the world. Are 
they part of the madness which is upon it? Why belittle and quibble over 
that which we can never decipher? Our ancient faith surely contains the most 
magnificent conceptions of Him, the finest cosmic philosophy of the universe, 
the broadest sweep of thought. But even thought is limited, it faints and is 
debarred from that immense mystery. We can sit by the fire, but not in it! 

Miss Montagu’s view reminds me of Sir Arthur Conan Doyle's late experi- 
ments in spiritualism, and many quack notions, which insult the intelligence but 
which the unwary or naive accept for the real thing. That the spirits of the 
immortal and beloved dead should return by the dim road of their going and 
throw Victorian whatnots and rattles about, instead of telling us the secret of 
cancer or how to stop this wave of pneumonic plague which is afflicting 
humanity, eludes my comprehension, and makes a comedy and a farce of the 
majesty of our religious beliefs, our reverence for the departed. There are 
such things as scientific phenomena not yet comprehended, strange electric 
currents, hypnotism, and magnetism. I was shown a spirit photograph the 
other day of a dead friend in conventional evening dress with a neat collar and 
dress-stud. In asking me to believe in it, the photographer naturally expected 
me to accept the idea of a celestial laundress and a heavenly tailor studying 
the latest Bond Street fashions. 

The great French initiate, Eliphas Levi, though a learned Kabbalist, 
quoted the Bible, and said: “ The gulf is fixed.” 

I, for one, would not have it otherwise. Although I love mysticism, 1 
know that there is “ the mysterious blue of the sky, which no wise man would 
fathom.” 

But again I would protest against the cheapening of religion and the 
sensationalism of spirit which so many people mistake for Divinity, 


Translations of the Hebrew Bible. 
MODERN TRANSLATIONS. 


Mr. Elkan N. Adler delivered the ninth lecture of the course at Toynbee 
Hall on Wednesday. His sabject was, “Modern Translations of the Hebrew 
Bible, other than English and Yiddish.” Mr. Puirtie S. Henry presided. 

Mr. ADLER pointed out that if the Jews were the guardians of Holy Scrip- 
ture, the English were its transmitters. He described the wonderful work 
done by the British and Foreign Bible Society, which had in the 115 years of 
its existence published complete editions of the Bible in 132 languages and 
parts of the Bible in 504. It was interesting to notice that the favourite 
portions of the Old Testament for translation were Genesis and Psalms. 
There were 51 cases of Genesis—being the first book in the Old Testament— 
to be published, against 40 in which the Psalms appear earliest. The bulk 
of the numerous translations published by the Bible Society were intended 
for natives or people with somewhat limited intelligence, and, accord- 
ingly, so far as translations into native tongues was concerned, these 
were often paraphrases rather than literal translations. They provided 
“@ meaning” rather than “ie meaning,” and, of course, they were made 
in almost every case not from the original tongues, but from the 
Authorised Version. Their style was colloquial, and suited to native intelligence. 
As to the more important languages of Europe, only four languages other 
than Hebrew and Latin appear in the 15th Century. High German at 
Strassburg in 1486, Low German at Cologne in 1480, Italian at Venice in 1471, 
Dutch at Delft in 1477, and Bohemian in 1488. The first French translation 
appeared in Paris in 1510, and English in 1535, and that was printed in Zurich, 
Only twelve languages are represented ia the 16th Century, and of these the 
Jewish Constantinople polyglots of 1546 and 1547 are most interesting. They 
are the earliest literary records of Modern Greek, Modern Persian, and Ladino. 
The Jews’ Bible of Ferrara, 1553, was the first Spanish translation of the 
Bible, unless, as is probable, the Spanish Jews published translations in 
“Romance” before their expulsion. It was a verbatim copy of the Constanti- 
The Russians had no Bible 
translation till 1860, when Triibneres published a Russian Pentateuch, 
and four years later Mandelstamm translated the Bible into Russian 
for Russian Jews. The Orthodox Church relied on the Slavonic 


translation which appeared in Ostrog, 1581. Mr. Adler dwelt on the German 
translations of Mendelssohn and Zunz, the French of Zadoc Kahn, and the 
Dutch of Spinoza (the last burnt by that philosopher a few days befare his 
death), and also referred to the American Indian Bible, now a chief treasure of 
bibliophiles,

OBITUARY. 


DEATH OF ELLEN, LADY SWAYTHLING. 


The death took place on Saturday, at her residence, 12, Kensington Palace 
Gardens, of Ellen, Lady Swavthling, widow of the first Lord Swaythling, who 
passed away in her seventy-filth year. 

Ellen, Lady Swaythling was the last surviving child of the late Mr. Louis 
Cohen. Hewasoneof the pillarsofthe London Community andastaunch upholder 
of traditional Judaism. All the deceased lady's five brothers took a prominent 
part in the affairs of the Community. They were Mr. Henry L. Cohen, Mr. 
Lionel L. Cohen, Mr. Alfred L. Cohen, Sir Benjamin L. Cohen, Bart., and Mr. 
Nathaniel L. Cohen. Her sisters were married respectively to Sir Joseph 
Sebag-Montefiore and Mr. Henry Jessel, father of the late Albert Jessel. Lady 
Swaythling took a deep interest¥n Jewish affairs, and devoted herself specially 
to the welfareof the West Central Jewish Girls’ Club, of which she was the 
very active President. [he strict observances of Judaism which she main- 
tained in her parents’ home were scrupulously carried out by her in her own 
home; the late Lord Swaythling being also rigidly “orthodox ” in his views. 
It was their practice to assemble around them at their home on Friday evenings 
as many of their children and their families as were available, for a domestic 
celebration of the Sabbath. 3 

The deceased is survived by four sons—the present Lord Swaythling, the 
Right Hon. Edwin Montagu, M.P. (Secretary of State for India), the Hon. 
Gerald Montagu, and the Hon, Lionel Montagu, four married daughters, the 
Hon. Mrs. Ernest L. Franklin, the Hon, Mrs. M. S. Waley, the Hon. Mrs. H.

INTERVIEW FOR THE FEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH 
DR. M. D. EDER. 


TT: Jewish public has heard little of the work that has been 
accomplished in Palestine since General Allenby’s victorious 
forces freed the land from the last traces of Turkish domina- 
tion. What the British administrators have accomplished will 
still have to be told, but a very important part of the reconstruction work 

has fallen—as is only fitting—upon Jewish shoulders. On the early 
work of ¢the Zionist Commission, Dr. 

Weizmann has already cast some light. 
Dr. M. Eder, who recently returned from 
Palestine, has now, in the course of an 

interview with a representative. of the 

JeWIsH CHRONICLE, brought the narra- 

tive up to date. Dr. Eder was one of the 

original members of the Commission, and 
after the departure of Dr. Weizmann and 

Mr. Sieff he was the only original member 

left in Palestine. 

“ After the departure of Dr. Weizmann,” 
Dr. Eder said, “I was joined by Com- 
mandant Bianchini and Dr. Artom, two 
Italian Zionists. Mr. Jack Mosseri from 
Cairo gave constant help, and later we 
were assisted by Mr. Lewin Epstein and 
Lieutenant Jabotinsky. The Commission 
was also strengthened by the adhesion of 
Dr. Thon, Mr. Ettinger, Mr. Wilcanski, 
and Dr. Luria as educational expert.”’ 


A LINK. 
“The Commission,” Dr. Eder went on to explain, “was a link 
between the British military administration and the Jewish population: 
We wished, on the one hand, to assist the British authorities ‘in their 


work of administering the country under the new conditions, and it was 
also our duty to do everything we could to further the development of 
Palestine into its future status as the Jewish National Home. We were 
naturally to some extent a disturbing factor to the administration. We 
had to ask for various changes to be made, in accordance with the spirit 
of Mr. Balfour’s Declaration, such as our insistence upon the recognition 
of the Hebrew language on a par with Arabic. Hence also our desire 
to have Jews employed in the various administrative offices.” 


NORTHERN PALESTINE, 
Dr. Eder went on to say: “ Dr. Weizmann left on September 10th: 
On September 19th, the British advance northward took place and in a few 
days Samaria and Galilee were liberated. Fresh problems at once pre-

»sented themselves. We had to arrange for the repatriation of those who 


had been exiled by the Turks from Judea, and who found themselves in 
all parts af the north—from Hedera in Samaria, to Aleppo in Syria. 
These consisted of 6,000 souls, who, for the most part, were not only 
homeless but were without any means of support. Odur first duty was to 
enquire into their conditions, to bring them help, to return them to their 
bomes, and to furnish them with the means of subsistence and employ- 
ment. We then had to deal with the general conditions of the Jewish 
colonies in Galilee and Samaria. On the whole they had not suffered, 
with the exception of Kafr Sabr and. Ea Ganim, which were practically 
destroyed.” 
MEDICAL RELIEF. 

“The next question,” said Dr. Eder, * was the question of hygiene and 
medical help which was very pressing. The epidemic of influenza, which 
raged throughout the world, also affected Palestine, and the weakened 
condition of a large part of the population, and the very insufficient or 
improper food which was available, made the epidemic specially disastrous. 
Early in October an outbreak of cholera occurred in Tiberias, and with 
this we had also to deal. The American Zionist Medical Unit, ia con- 
junction with the Jewish doctors already in the country, organised medical 
relief to cope with these outbreaks. Hospitals and polyclinics were 
opened in Jerusalem, Jaffa, Tiberias, Haifa, and Safed. Nurses and 


_doctors, in so far as available, were placed at the. disposition. of the 


suffering population. Later on, when the conditions improved, a Sanitary 
Commission, consisting of members of the American Unit and Drs. 
Behar, Jaffe, and Goldberg, proceeded on a tour of inspection to enquire 


--§nto the sanitary conditions,as well as the housing, of the Jewish colonists 


throughout Palestine. A report has yet to be made by this Commission: 
An extension was given to the prophylactic ophthalmic treatment of 
school children in the towns, and in the near future it is hoped to enlarge 
this to general medical inspection aud treatment, when a sufficiently large 
medical staff is available. In all our hospitals cid dispensaries treat- 
ment was given irrespective of race or creed, and the Arab popniation, 
as well as the Jews, availed themselves of the facilities provided. 
EDUCATION, 

“A new direction was given to education by the retarn of Mr. David 
Yellin from his exile in Damascus, with the arrival of Dr. Luria and Dr. 
Epstein from Switzerland, and of a number of other teachers from their 
exile in northern Palestine. A greatnumber of-new schools-were opened 
where Hebrew is the language of instraction. The seminary in Jerusalem 
was reconstituted and the Gymnasium children returned to Tel Aviv. 
The new Hebrew-speaking schools now have about 8,500 children. 
They include schools in Jerusalem, Jaffa, Haifa, Tiberias, and Safed. 
Thete were also opened three schools in Damascus (where there was a 
great need) ; in Beyrout, and in Sidon,.at the special desire of these Syrian

with the improvement of the sanitary conditions of the Talmud Torabs, 
Chedarim, and Yeshbiboth.”’ 


CHARITIES. 
Dr. Eder went onto say: ‘The orphan population of Palestine is now 
a very large one owing to the war. About 5,000 orphans have to bé provided 
for. We have opened new orphanages in Jerusalem and Jaffa. The great 
bulk of the children are provided for by the system of boarding out in private 
families supervised by a nursing-staff. Quite apart from any theoretical 


-question, there was the practical difficully that we had no suitable buildings 


nor the necessary staff for dealing “institutionally” with such a large orphan 
population. We fiad, however, that the boarding-out system, in regard to 
the future life of the children, is an improvement on institutional treatment. 
The children attend day school, or are apprenticed at a suitable age. 
We have done our best to ameliorate the older institutions that fall 
below a certain standard, and had in certain cases to refuse support 
to those in which the children were badly looked after. We 
did something also to ameliorate. the conditions of the aged 
poor so far as our means allowed. The Aged Jews’ Homes still leave 


- much to be desired. They are very deficient in personnel, in structure, 


and in equipment. A large part of the relief is given in bread, under the 
Rev. M. H. Segal’s direction. He has had the uugrateful task of distributing 
relief during ‘the last few months, and has carried out the work with 
admirable energy and efficiency. We have started our own bakery, and 
workshops have been opened in Jerusalem. We have been fortunate 
enough to obtain Government contracts for some months, and they give 
employment to a number of women and girls who otherwise would have 
been in receipt of alms." 
AGRICULTURE, 

Asked as to agricultural conditions, Dr. Eder said: “ Under the 
direction of Mr. Ettinger, nineteen co-operative groups, numbering 450 
men and women, have been set to work on the land for the cultivation of 
vegetables, etc. In all”the colonies work is restarting under more 


favourable auspices, and the colonists have been assisted to purchase 


implements, seeds, animals, and other requirements. - We have also 
succeeded in setting up local va'ads in Haifa, Tiberias, and Safed, on 
the lines of those that existed in the older colonies. They represent all 
Jewish elements, and act as autonomous bodies in _ relation 
to all Jewish affairs. They are in direct relationship with the 
governors of the various districts and work to the satisfaction of bot} 


‘these officials and the population they represent. We have started 


a small group of fishermen and a school for chauffeurs, and made enquiries 
as to industrial developments. The greatest desideratum at the moment

Bad Treatment of Turkish-Jewish Soldiers. 
CONSTANTINOPLE [F.O.C.) 

The National Jewish Council of this city, which is composed of the Jewish 
Consistory and of delegates of Jewish organisations, has addressed a 
memorandum to the English High Commissioner, requestiog him to instruct 
the Turkish Government that they should release from service all Jewish 
soldiers who are still in the Ottoman Army. In their memorandum, they 
mention the terrible sufferings endured by our soldier coreligiontsts during the 
four years of War. Having been specially employed in the construction of 
roads in Anatolia, they were, for several months, completely abandoned. 
Thousands died from lack of food or illness; a large number also died through 
insufficient equipment and bad treatment. The High Commissioner appeared 
to be deeply moved by the contents of the memorandum, and promised that 
he would give the necessary orders to the Sub!ime Porte. 


Entertaining “ The Boys” in France. 

Four clever sisters, professionally known as the “ Kuba Quartette” are, at present, 
giving their services in entertaining.the soldiers in France. While giving a concert at 
Etaples, they were met by one of the Jewish Chaplains who was stationed ata hospital 
near by. He was so pleased with the entertainment they gave, that on hearing they 
were of the same faith as himself, he asked them to give a concert toa Jewish Labour 
Battalion. The ladies were, however, under orders to proceed to Headquarters. 
Nevertheless, they gave a successful concert. It is interesting to note that 
the quartette were*captured during the early part of the war ou the High Seas by the 
Germans. They were subsequently released by H.M.S. “Highflyer.” The Rey. 
Nathan Levine, C.F., who is stationed at the 24th General Hospital, has written to us 
warmly: commending the efforts of the “Kuba Quartette.”

A Sermon for the Week.

ANTI-SEMITISM (IL). 

“ There is a certain people scatiered abroad and dispersed among the peoples in all 
the provinces of thy kingdom ; and their laws are diverse from those of every other 
Re ; yea heep they the king's laws ; therefore it profits mot the hing to suffer them.” 

LSivie? tit., &. 

One of the commonest charges brought against the Jewish people is that 
they tend to monopolise wealth. “Rich asa Jew” has passed into a proverb ; 
but oue which rests upon little or no foundation of ascertained fact. Some 
certainly are rich, but the vast majority of the Jewish people, myriads upon 
myriads, are poor, very poor, so poor that they scarcely know where to- 
morrow’s bread is to come from, The fact that there is not a religious, social, 
or philanthropic movement among Jews which is not hampered for want of 
funds must point to the conclusion that either this supposed wealth 
does not exist, or that, if it does, Jews are beggarly in their gifts 
or miserly in their donations—which is also very far from being 
a fact. Nor is it true that Jewish labour undersells the market more 
than does non-Jewish labour. The objection to Jewish labour is pari 
of the cry which is being raised in every land against foreign immigration, and 
its injustice is intensified by being centred in the Jew. As for the charge of 
Bolshevism which is. being preferred against foreign Jews in these days on the 
ground that some of the leaders of the party are persons of Jewish origin, the 
reply to this accusation is self-obvious. The bulk of the Jewish Community 
are, and always have been, instinctively opposed to anarchy and outrage. The 
Jew is by nature law-abiding and a lover of social order. Vastly more 
numerous are the Jews who have fallen victims to the Bolshevist terror than 
those who have given countenance toit. But it is bard to eradicate from the 
‘minds of people the charges that are preferred against Jews, because of the 
fraction of truth that they contain :— 

A lie which is half the truth is ever the greatest of lies; 

For a lie which is a whole lie can be met and fought outright, 

But a lie which is half the truth is a harder matter to fight. 
“The most sweeping denunciations of the Jew rest upon no other foundation 
than the faults or crimes of individual Jews, who are singled out for notice not 
for the wrongs they commit against society, but because they are Jews. We 
suffer in the esteem of mankind because 


WE REPRESENT A (MINORITY. 


Minorities bave nearly always been tyrannised over by majorities. The 
defenceless few fall an easy prey to the powerful many. The majority repre- 
sents might rather than right, and it uses its might unrighteously. Israel, the 
minoritv, has been made to run the gauntlet of the world because he has 
stood alone and dared to remain distinct from the rest of the world. He has 
been subjected to all kinds of unjast laws, which he could only resent or evade. 
If he wished to till tne soil, as his fathers had done, the wor!d denied him the 
right, for the law compelled him to live in cities. If be wished torise and bea 
man, it broke his moral back by forcing him to stoop to the most sordid occupa- 
tions. If he desired to be a student, his ambitions were strangled by the 
closing of the public schools and universities azaiast him. The world forced 
him to deal in money; the world forced him to be a pedlar; the world forced 
him to live in the ghetto; the world forced him off the fields. And because 
the worfi's plan worked badly, because, in spite of everything, the onward 
movements of civilisation have brouzht the Jew to the front, the world grows 
anyry with itself and vents its spleen inanti-Semitic marmurinygs ; here because 
he is successful, there because he is a power, elsewhere because he has aciually 
become degraded by persecution, everywhere because he is the misunderstood 
ef history. Various cures of anti-Semitism have been performed, and chief 
among them that the Jew should abandon his faith and merge himself in his 
surroundings. He is to kill anti-Semittsm by committing racial and religious 
suicide! But what self-respecting Jew could accept safety on these terms? 
Every drop of historic blood in his veins would rebel. Every consideration of 
truth and honour would stand in the way. The memories of the sainted 
parents, the recollections ef the martyred past, the hopes of a golden fu'ure, 
would mutiny in his mind against such athought. His outraged conscience 
would ery out against the treason and hypocrisy of sucha surrender. No, 
there is no escape for the Jew by joining the majority. What then is left open 
to him? He must be what God designed him to be, a Jew of whom the type is 
Mordecai, who sits in the king's gate, who unearths the conspiracy against the 
kings life, and who thus becomes 


THE ANTIDOTE TO ANTI-SEMITISM. 


For inithe day that Haman, the anti-Semite, sought to destroy Mordecai and 
his people, it was found in the Book of Chronicles that the Jew had saved the 
king's life; the enemy was foiled, his power was nullified by the patriotic 
service the Jew had rendered the State. Let the Jew seek the welfare of the 
country in which he dwellg,, Let him render it some service worthy of being 
recorded in the Book of ronicles, some deed worthy of becoming part and 
parcel of the nation’s history.. Then, when anti-Semitism comes, history will 
secure justice not only for the Mordecai who saved the State, but for the people 
of Mordecai also. Let us be loyal Jews, taking the deepest interest in the 
affairs of the city, State, nation. The liberalism we ask from others, let us 
show to others. The prejudices we resent when displayed against us, let us not 
display towards others. We must spread information concerning our hopes 
and beliefs. We must be the knight-errants of truth. We must 
combat ‘conventional lies, public injusuce, national iniquity. We must 
champion the cause of the weak and downtrodden,we must speak in bebalf of 
the wronged and oppressed. Such loyalty, swch pariotism, will be the most 
effectual destroyer of anti-Semitic prejudice, And the faithful Jew will practise 
it as something which is in fullest accord with the teaching of his religion. 
For, as Josephus sums up his argument against Apion: “ Our laws are visible in 
their own nature, andappear to teach not impiety, but the truest piety in the 
world. They do, not make men hate one another, but encourage people to 
communitate’ what they have to one another freely. They are enemies to 
injustice, they take care of righteousness, they banish idleness and expensive 
living, and instruct men to be content with what they have, and to be laborious 
in their callings. They forbid ‘men to make war from a desire of getting 
more, but make men courageous in defending the laws. They are 
inexorab!e in punishing malefactors. On which account I am so 
bold as to say that we are to become the teachers of other men in the 
greatest number of things, and those of the most excellent nature only. For 
what is more excellent than inviolable piety? What is more just than sub- 
mission to laws? And what is more advantageous than mutwal love and 
concord? And this so far that we are to be neither divided by calamities, nor

‘we are im war, and in peace to apply ourselves to our mechanical occupations or 
to the tillage of the ground, while we in.all things are satisfied that God is the

GREAT BRITAIN A MAHOMEDAN POWER? 


Under the above heading Sir Francis Younghusband wrote in the Times of 
yesterday : 


The risk of religious antagonism between Christians and Mahomedans over the 
Allied occupation of Palestine and Constantinople ts much disturbing Indian Matome- 
dans. The fact that there are more Mahomedans than Christians in the fr: ish 
Empire, and that these Mahomedans have stood loyally by us even.though one o' our 
enemies was a great Mahomedan Power, should make all responsible Englishmen 
exceedingly careful in their words and actions regarding sacred buildings, places, and 
persons in Turkish and ex-Turkish territories. In Mesopotamia, Palestine, and other 
Arabic portions of the late Turkish Empire we shall in all probability be respons b'e 
for preserving order among some millions of Mahomedans of a highly inflammable 
type. And the task of our soldiers and administrators will be rendered incaicula!ly 
more difficult if the antagonisms of the Middle Ages are fanned into flame once more, 

On the other hand, there is now the opportunity of centuries for bringing «bout 
the great reconciliation between Mahomeda s and Christians. Here, on ground 
sanctified by memories dear to both, might spring up such religion and cuiture 
as all alike might reverence. D fferences may increase rather than diminish. 
But respect might contioue and conflicts need not occur if common human courtesy is 
displayed, and the Mahomedans’ can see that while we English deepiy value religion 
we are now more concerned with refining and strengthening the religion we adopted 
from the land in which grew the roots of Mahomedanism also than in reviving the 
bitter feuds of a jess cultured age. 


PROPOSED JEWISH TEMPLE OF SCIENCE AND ART 
IN JERUSALEM. 

Mr. E. S. Kadoorie, President of the Shanghai Zionist Association, has 
written to. Dr. Chaim Weizmann, Messrs. Nahum Sokolow and L. Kessler, a 
letter in which he states: “In connection with the recent visit to Shanghai o! 
the Zimro Sextette en route to America, travelling under the auspices of the 
Petrograd Zionist Society, with the object of reviving Jewish music and of 
founding a Jewish Temple of Art and Science in Palestine, I have mach pleasure 
in saying that I have decided to give this ambitious scheme my moral and 
financial support. I believe it is imperative that a Jewish College for music, 
art, agriculture, sculpture, engineering, literature, etc., should be established 
forthwith in Palestine, and an appeal for raising at least a sum of 425,000 be 
issued by you. I am quite prepared to donate a sum of 41,000 provided you 
secure several others to swell the collection. I am of the opinion that the 
building should be of the best witha large garden surrounding it, so as to prove 
attractive to all. To my mind, no stone must be left unturned to make the 
proposed College worthy of thesJewish Nation in their historic home.” 


Dr. WEIZMANN asks us to correct one or two points in the report which 
appeared in our last issue of his speech at the Internationa! Zionist Conference. 
He did not state that M. Sylvain Lévi had said that “‘ he might find it necessary 
to oppose us,” but that “he wou'd not oppo8e us.” He did not state that he 
“could see M. Sokolow’'s face,” but that “from where he stood he could not 
see his face.” He did not say that there were “eight million inhabitants in 
Tunis,” but that “the number of olive trees had increased in Tunis from forty- 
five thousand thirty years ago to eight million to-day,” and, further, he did not 
quote Mr. Balfour as describing his speech before the Conference as “a swish 
of the sword,” but said that the Foreign Secretary had stated “ that he could 
hear in every sentence the swish of a sword.” It is necessary to add that Dr. 
Weizmann spoke in Yiddish, and our reporter had consequently to translate his 
observations at the same time as recording them,

It had been her (Mrs. Sieff's) great pleasure to have come into frequent Contact with 
Mrs. Schweitzer, and she appreciated her sound common sense, her intuitive ju ige- 
ment of people and events, and her generous Jewish spirit. Mrs. Fels in replying, 
spoke of the principle of the Single Tax (wit which her name is associated) and her 
hopes of its application to Palestine. | Unless the land and all its resources belonged 
to the people and not to a few capitalists, it would not be worth while for the Je vish 
peop.e to acquire Palestine.

BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 


THE FINANCIAL POSITION. 


A meeting of the Boagd was held on Monday. Mr. Leonarp L. Conen, 
the President, was in the chair. Mr. Cohen welcomed Mr. M. Cash to the 
Board as representative of the Jewish Friendly Societies. The President 
referred to the serious illness of the Rev. J. F. Stern, who, he was glad to hear, 
was making good progress. Mr. Stern had done excellent work both in con- 
nection with the Board and elsewhere. On the proposition of Mr. COHEN, a 
letter of sympathy was ordered to be sent to Mr, Stern. 

The annual report was presented. 

Mr. Casu asked what steps had been taken by the Board in the past to 
secure the workers of whom, the report declared, the institution was in great 


Mr, Couen, in reply, said that they had adopted both the writt€én and the 
spoken method. Even in pre-war days they had had an insufficient number of 
workers and had always suffered in this respect from competition with the clubs, 
instituted. both in East and West London, which attracted young men coming 
down from Universities and from the public schools The Board had to be 
content with what he might describe as the residuum ofthe market. He trusted 
that new members of the Board wouid help them to devise better methods for 
obtaining the helpers they so urgently required. 

The report was adopted and ordered to be circulated. 

Mr. Puirrire S. WALEY, in presenting the Treasurers’ statement, spoke of 
the interest and assiduity of hisco-Treasurer, Major Lionel de Rothschild, M.P., 
who, however, was not always able to attend the meetings of the board. The 
main feature of his statement, said Mr. Waley, was summarised in the report 
and showed that there was a deficit of £9,013 7s. 1d. on December 31st last. 
There had been a marked falling off in the subscriptions from Aid Societies. 
In. 1918 these bad amounted to only £71 83. 61., as against £139 in the previous 
year. Mr. Waley expressed the hope that now the war was over these societies 
would improve their subscriptions. There had been an increase in the fixed 
allowances necessitated by the increased cost of living. The industrial situation 
was such that they must look forward to much larger demands being made 
upon them. for relief before the end of the year. In conclusien, Mr. 
Waley thanked the Hon. Auditors, the Auditors, and sub-Auditors, for their 
work during the past year. 

The accounts were adopted. 

The Board.then considered the reports of the sub Committees. 

Mr. A. E. FRANKLIN said he thought that the Dierct Canvassing 
Committee should be re-organised and put on a rea! working basis They 
should not confine their wo k to merely sending reminders to peeple whose 
subscriptions were falling off, but should devise means for ratsing new sub-crip- 
tions and thus obtaining the necessary funds. 

Mr. Couen said that he hoped Mr. Franklin, who was a member of the 
Committee, would assist in its reconstruction on the lines he suggested. 

The reports were adopted; and the Hon. Officers of the Sub-Commitiee 
were. re-elected. The-resolution of the Committee of the Samuel Lewis Con- 
vaiescent Home “ That the maxiroum rate. for the present for paying patients 
be raised to 41. per week,” was.confirmed. is 

Certain recommendations of the Health Committee were adopted. 

The Treasurer reported the following legacies: the late Mr. Asher 
Wertheimer. 41 000; the late Mrs. Hannah Samuel, £10: the late Mrs. Alfred 
Galdsmid, £500; the ‘ate Mr. Moriiz Winter, /500; and the following gifts: 
the Distribution Committee of the Bread, Meat. and Coal Charity tickets value 
£30; the Metropolitan Promoters of Charity; 400 one shilling bread, meat, and 
coal tickets.

West London Synagogue. 


AN EAST END “S&TTLEMENT.” 


Theannual meeting of the Seatholders of the West London Synagogue of 
British Jews was held on Sunday at the Synagogue in Upper Berkeley Street. 
Mr. H. S. Q. HeENnKIgues, Chairman of the Council, presided. 


On the motion oi Mr. Ernest Lowy, one of the Treasurers, the financial 
statement was adopted. Increases in the salaries of all the Ministers were voted. 
Mr. Sidney S Schieffer was elected Secretary for a period of one year. 

The CHAIRMAN presented a scheme for the establistrment of an East End 
Settlement, the details of which are given in the foliowing statement :— 


The attention of the Council having been called to the a !v sability of providing 
for returaing Soldiers and others in the East End, religious services on more progres- 
sive lines than now ava:labie, and at the same time of taking up social work in that 
part of London, a sub-Commiitee with the Chairnrin of the Council at its head. was 
appointed to consider the ds rability of setting up a synagogue or r ligious services 
there in conjanction with social work This Committee rep rted te the Council 
in favour of the socfal work, and although against the iunmediate foundation 
of a synagogue was-in favour cf religious services which might u timate'y 
develop Synagogue. In the course of this Commitier’s enquiries, 
which inciuded the evidence of several wel!-known workers in the East End, 
among them Captain Basil Henriques, it transpired that the Jew sh Keligious 
Umion had had for some time in view a similar plan, but that lack of fu dé at the time 
prevented its being carried out. However, before the Counc of tots Synagogue 
could bring the matter before its members, funds were provided by wich the Jewish 
Religious Union was enabled to take up the work, and it was therefore found neces- 
sary for both synagogues to determine whether it wou'd be advisable to s'art siraal- 
taneously two more or less similar schemes, or whether it might be possible for this 
Synagogue to work in this matter in conjunction with the Liberal! Jewish Synayogvue. 
The first of these alternatives having been rejected, both of the Councils subsequently 
considered a scheme prepared by Captain Basil Henriques and Mr. C. G. Montefiore, 
providing for the joint establishment by the two bolies of a Settle nent in St, 
George’s-in-the-East, to which should be affiliated the three c'iubs—tfor men, lads, and 
girls—so successfully run in that district by Uaptain and Mrs. Henriques, who, a; is 
probably well known to tee members of this Synagogue, live there and devote their 
lives entirely to religious and socia! work. 

This scheme, which is now submitted, provides for a Managing Council to be 
appointed by the two bodies, which Council would include one of the ministers of 
this and the Liberal Synagogue, and would be autonomous and hold regu'ar meetings 
at stated periods, while th» actual working of the settlement wou d he governed by a 
Warden and a Committee subject to that Council. It is proposed that Capt. Henriques 
should be nominated as the first Warde». 

The Council of this Synagocue was able, with certain alterations reatily accepted 
by the gentlemen responsible for the proposals, to adopt this scheme, and jo'nt meet- 
ings of Sub-Committees of this Council and the Liberal Jewish Synagogue have for 
ome time been engaged in working out the details, financial and o herwis:, for 
putting it into operation, 

Suitabié premises are already in course of acquisition and the initial capital 
expenditure for this purpose and for equipment is esumated at abou’ £5,000. and 
members will be gratified to learn that as a tribute to the d-v ted work of Cap'aimand 
Mrs Henriques the whole of this amount bas practica ly been secured trom [riends 
of the movement, most of whom, if notall ef trem, are not actually connected with 
either of the religious bodies responsi Je. In addition to the >setilement, clubs, and 
a restaurant attached to them, the Scheme inciudes the Setting aside for religious 
services of a factory forming part of the premises to beacquired. Ths facrory would 
be fitted out as a temporary synagogue, giving an estimated accommodat):n for 150.200 
worshippers. In addition, it is proposed to hire a hall caya le of seating a large 
congregation on New Year and the Day of Atonement. § As already indicated, the 
services there given would b* on progressive lines, but the ritual woul be made to 
conform in character with ihe religious needs and desires of the conwregants, and 
would, io all probability, of necessity not follow the lines jaid down by themselves by 
the two constituent religious bodies. 

ihese servis s wuld be conducted at the commencement, at any rate, by 
Captain Henrique:, with the aid of one of the Ministers fr »m this Synagogue, aad one 
from the Liveral Jewish Synagogue. If is strongly feit that only when the ideal 
Minister is forthcoming—-a'mau of deep spiritual feeling, re dy ta live am og his 
flock and devote himse!t to their relmious and social weifare—-:hen only 9 »eparate 
East End M.nistry should be provided. 

Thas puttingtem orarily aside the provision fora Minister, it is estimated that the 
running ¢<penses—and considerable time has been given to the examiatio of this 
matter—would amount to about £1,800 per annum, and of this sum some {200 has 
been pr'vately promised to Captain Henriques. The balance of £1,609 wouli thus 
remain to be found by the two constituent bodies, and of this amount the members of 
the Libefal Jewish Synagogue—a far less numerous and wealt'y body than 
our own—propose to endeavour to raise not less than £600. We desire to make 
ourselves responsible for the remaining £1,000 per annum, to be raised by v >» untary 
subscription among the members without encroaching on the fund: of Our synagogue, 
and it 1s felt that no worthier proposal for a memoria! of the sacrilices made by our 
country and our Community in the g eat war, now so happily ended, could be set betore 
this congregation than the one above ouvined. 


The CHAIRMAN said that the settlement was intended to be a replica on a- 
small scale of the Toynbee Hall movement. The United Syvagogue, which 
had been considering a scheme of East End work, bad af@rted this «istrict to 
their Synagogue and the Liberal Jewish Synagogue, and an agreement for 
co-operation had been arrived at with the Hill Street body It was hoped that 
the settlement might be a means of removing class antagonisms, and at the 
same time help to introduce some life into the Congregation by providing the 
members with definite social work. It was mrended that religious services 
should form part of the scheme, but the character of these se: vices would be 
determined by those who would take part in them. The scheme would have 
the advantage of the direction of Capt. Basil Henriques, and he hoped it would 
receive the monetary and personal assistance of the members. 

Capt. Bast HENRIQUES said that the scheme grew out of the feeling that 
the soldiers who were returning would not be satisfied with the old torm of 
religious service. At the front they had learnt a new form of religion, a wider 
relyron. The Rev. Michael Adler, addressing a bows’ cub the other day, 
had said that for the past four years he had eaten t:e ah and worke! and 
travelled on the Sabbath and he was not one scrap the worse a Jew for having done 
so. That showed that somebody had to put forward a religion that was more 
real, a twentieth century Judaism. It had been first of al! suggesred that they 
should open a synagogue, but he had been very strong!y opposed to ils. It 
was not the synagogue tliat-mattered, but the life outside. In order to make 
a synagogue ® success, they must prepare the people for what ‘he synagogue 
could give them: Their services would form the nucleus of a synagogue. A 
good deal of the work that would centre round the settlement was already 
being done. They had a boys’ club, a girls’ club, and a babies’ centre. They 
had to deal also with the men and the women, and this settlement, as the 
Chairman had said, would be a kind of Toynbee Ha!l where lectures could be 
given on vital subjects. He attachéd great importance to the residential aspect 
of the settlement They bad to realise that a very bitter class batred prevailed 
at present. This bitterness was very largely justified by the conditions under 
which the people had to live. In the case of Russian Jewsthey were embittered 
still more by the years of oppression under which they had languished. They 
also had to combat an appalling amount of ignorance. ;

West Central Girls’ Club. Sir Adolph Tuck, Bart., presided. A bouquet was 
handed to Lady Tuck by one of the little girl-pupils, after which Mu Tv. vs was 
sung by the boys and girls. 


Sir ADoOLPH TUCK said that, before opening the proceedings that morning, t@*y 
had avery pleasant task before them in that they were affording themselves the oppor 
tunity of expressing their Appreciation to the Rev. B. N. Michelson, who, as they knew, 
had been conducting and superintending their Classes in the absence of the Rev. 
Michael Adier, their Minister. Mt. Michelson had worthily upheld the work of the 
Central Synagogue. He had occupied its palpit both to the gratificatioa an! the 
edification of itsmembers. Theoccasion seemed to bea fitting oppertuni y for han jing 
him, on behalf of the Board of Management and the m»mbers of the Synagogue, a 
token of gratitude for the good work he had done during the past four years. {[t 
was also quite fitting that Mr. Michelson should be the recipient of that testimonial 
which on that occasion—their prize-giving day—might truthfully be called the 
first prize. (Applause). The Chairman then handed to Mr. Michelson a cheque and 
the presentation address, which stated that the Congregation gratefully recognised the 
manner in which he pertormed his duties in regard to the Sypagogue and Religion 
Classes. His sermons were marked by scholarship which appealed to his audience 
They asked him to accept that cord.al acknowledgment of his valuable services with 
their earnest wishes for {he success of his future work. 

Miss SriguMAN, on behalf of the staff and children of the Relicion Classes, asked 
Nr. Michelson to accept the littie gift which she handed to him 


The Rev. B. N. Mictt&ison, B.A., said that. he was deeply grateful to them for 
having made him the recipient of the first prize on that occasion, which was, he felt, a 
unique one in his experience, because he had endeavoured, during a fairly long career, 
to give to his brethren in the Community the best of which he was capable, : a | that was 
the first time he had been a public recipient of a tribute to his work. I: had beea 
indeed a privilege and p'easure to him to act in: the Synagogue and the Classes in place 
of Mr. Adier. If he had done anything to keep alive in the heart of the Congregatioa 
the spirit which led them to take the upward look amid all the sordidness and terrible 
conditions that had prevailed during the last four years, that would have been sufficient 
for him for the work he had done. During the four years he had been with them, 
there had been other duties of importance to the Community that had prevented him 
from taking the part io the interests of the congregation that he would have liked to 
have done. 

The Rev. Micwaet D.S.O., read a report of the work of the Classes 
during the past year. He said that it was a real pleasure to kim {he other day 
to be able to enjoy once again the experience of examining the children aftce 
so long an interval. That feeling was increased by his observing the satisfactory 
manner in which the work of the Classes had beencarried on. The standard was.not 
very high, but what had been taught was well understond by the children. IH-e was 
particulariy struck by the intelligence shown by the children of ali the classes, which 
meant that they liked their lessons, and had been doing their best to respond to the 
work of their teachers. He would like toadd his own persona! word of gratitude to 
Mr. Micheison for all he had done on his (Mr. Adler's) behalf, both in the Synagogue 
and in the Religion Classes. Every boy and girl in the district served by their Syna 
gogue could réceive the necessary attention and instruction in Hebrew and Reli zion 
The children had been attendiag with the utmost regularity, which accounted for the 
success of their work.. (Hear, hear) Mr. Adler congratulated the staff upon what 
they haddone. Miss Spielman, duriog tie last two years, had carried on the collection 
for the Orphan Aid Society, which had reached a sum never attained before—ao less 
than £73, and life-governorships were awarded to seven children among the sub 
scribérs. He assured the cvildren of the good work they were doiag lay collecting fo-, 
and subscribing to, the Asylum at Norwvod. (Applause.) 

Lady Tuck then handed the prizes to the successful pupils, the elder ones als» 
receiving a copy of the Book of Jewish Thoughts and the younger ones a Livok of 
Psalms, 

Sir ADOLPH Tock said that before continuing with the proceedings, he had to 
convey to them with a feeling of-deep regret the sad news, which appeared in that 
morning's papers, of the death of Ellen Lady Swaythling, the President of the 
Vest Central Jewish Girls’ Club. It was only right that everyone there should pass a 
vote of deep sympathy to the family who had thus lost so importantand distinguished 
ahead. (Hear, hear)? The vote having been passed, Sir Ado'ph dealt with the wor« 
of the Classes during the past year. There were a hundred and ten children in all, 
which was quite satisfactory. Mr. H. Weinstein, whowas formec'y the senior teacher 
and, wno—like so many other Jewish men-—iid his best during the war for his 

ecountry;had been demobDilised and had taken Mr. Michelson’s place, and Mr. Adler 
had assumed his own post as honorary Superintendent. Miss Spie!man had done 
splendid work, and had kept the flag flying durin: the who'e of the four years. There 
had been great difficulty in finding the funds for the mainte ance of the Classes. The 
expenses had been defrayed until recently by the Central Synagogue out of the 
surplus funds. Unfortunately, however, the war had caused a diminution in the 
incomeof the Synagogue, and the surplus had become so much less each year that it 
was inadeq”ate to keep the Ciasses going. They had, therefore, been compelied to 
send a “whip ropnd” to the members of the Synagogue. Butthe response had not, 
during the past two years, been sufficient to defray the expenses. He certain’y hoped 
that the members would see fit to come forward witha sufficicntly generous response 
to the call which would be made upon them shortly. a 

Mr. E. P. Davis, J] P., propoxsed a vote of thanks to the teachers. He was per 
fectly sure, when he saw the intelligent boys and girls ia front of him, that the work of 
the staff must have been pleasant, because they were sowing goo! seed on fertile soil. 
He thought they might we'c»me back with the greate:t p’easure their honorary 
Superintendent, Mr. Adler (lou! applause), whom they had missed sorely for nearly 
five years.. They should than« the Rev. B. N. Michelson who had so ably done his 
best to take Mr. Adler's Jace in the very difficult circumstances. (Hear, hear.) 

The Rev. Lovuts Morris, B.A., C F., in seconding the vote, said that he was one 
of the young pupils of those Classes once upon a time, andso he thought he was ina 
sense not altogether out of place when he said that he gladly associated hims:if with 
the vote of thanks to the teaching staff, Mr. Morris expressed his great indebtedness 
to the Senior Chaplain for al! the help he had given him on the “other side” It 
seemed so strange to him to see Mr. Adier in the presence of those litle ones whom 
he was trying to make good Jews and Jewesses, when he thought of his dashing all 

“over France and Belgium doing all he could for the Jewish boys “ over there.” He was 
one of Anglo-Jewry's greatest assets, and he(Mr. Morris) was waiting for Ang!o-Jewry's 
sign of appreciation. They read, over and over again, cr.ticismsin the columns of the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE upon the Jewish teaching that was being giveninthe Hebrew Classes 
in England. There was only one test of the work that was being done by the Union of 
H-brew and Religion Classes, the Jewish Religious Education Board, and other 
institutions in the country. That test, to his mind, was the outward signa of 
Jewishness, which men showed when they were away from all Jewiss 
environments as in France, and despite the criticisms that had been pas:ed 
recently about the lack of the higher snirituality in the Jewish boys, he could say 
with all sincerity that he did not associate himsif with them. He contended that 
“our boys” at the front did live as grind, good Jewish boys, and it was his privilege 
—and he knew that in that sentiment Mr. Adler and he were one-—*‘o be able to work 
with them, (Applause.) Whatever the religious education in England had been, 
their Jewish boys were able to get the best out of the prayers that were read at the 
front, and their Jewishness was a tribute to the teaching staffs throughout the whole 
of Britain. They had read a good deal lately about re-construction in Anglo-Jewry 
The first step in that direction must be to subsidise Jewish learning so that Jewish 
men and women of the best type shauld not go begging for funds. Sir Adolph Tuck 
was the “ Advocate General " for Jewish learning, for, besides the appeal he had just 
made, he had instituted a fund for Jews’ College. It was to be hoped that the Com. 
munity, wken undertaking re-construction, would see that those who were out to make 
Jews live as Jews shou!d not go crawling about on their knees for pennies. (Applause.) 

Mr. WEINSTEIN respond-d on behalf of the staff. He expressed the wish ahat 
the recently-appointed + ducation Committee would visit the classes occasionally. 

r. E. A. PHILLIPS proposed a vote of thanks to Sir Adolph and Lady Tuck, and 
assured Mr. Weinstein that he would form a Committee which should visit the 
classes. 

Sir ADOLPH TUCK suitabl: replied. The proceedings terminated with the 
singing of Adon Olam and “God save the King.”

AUNTIE’S CHAT. 


1 heard it said the other day that anti- 
Semitism is on the increase—this at a time 
when the Council of Nations is engaged in 
redressing the age-long homelessness of 
the Jewish people. I have no means of 
judging whether the statement is true or 
not, but I like, when I hear such state- 
ments made, to turn to the utterances of 
the great and good men and women who 
have done justice to the Jewish people. 


THE VOICE OF MACAULAY. 


Among these none has been more out- 
snoken than Macavlay. Listen to this 
passage. “In the infancy of civilisation, 
when our island was as savage as New 
‘juinea, when letters and arts were still 
had their splendid temple, their fleet of 
merchant ships, their schools of sacred 
learning, their great statesmen and soldiers, 
their philosophers, historians, and poets. 
What nation ever contested more manfully 
against overwhelming odds for its indepen- 
dence and religion? What nation ever, 
in its last agonies, gave such signal pr ots 
of what might be accomplished by a Urave 
despair? Let none presume to say there 
is no genius among the countrymen of 
Isaiah, no heroism among the descendants 
of the Maccabees, while it is the Jewish 
religion which first taught the human race 
the great lesson of universal charity.” 


A FRENCH TESTIMONY. 


A French historian, Claude Fleury, is 
equally outspoken : “ Fhe people,” he says, 
“that God chose for the purpose of pre- 


serving the true religrcn form an admirable 
model, whether it be in their man ers, 
their mode of living, their industry, their 


urbanity. . « « If we compare the 
Israelites of old with the Romuns, the 
Greeks, the Egyptians, and the other 


ancient peopl most esteemed, our preju 
dices against them vanish away. We fad 
in them a noble simp icity, and while they 
had ali the good qualities of other nations? 
they were exempt in a great measure from 
their defects; for they based their conduct 
on the true religion which is the foundation 
of all morality.” 


ANOTHER TRIBUTE. 


A very valuable tribute is from the pen 
of Basil Montagu, the famous editor of 
Bacon's works and the reformer of the 
English peral code. “Of the acuteness of 
the Jewish intellect,” he writes, “it cannot 
be necessary to adduce proof. It apprars 
in their dsily intercourse with us and with 
each other. Of ther affections who can 
doubt? The Englishman's fireside is pro- 
verbial for domestic happiness, but 
of all presides the Jews’, as far as 
relates to their affections, is the most 
abundant in good feeling, from the 
most opulent to the most indigent. Next, 
as to their orderly conduct as members of 
society, they are regular and industrious in 
their habits, cultivating those branc'es of 
trade committed to them and increasing 
the prosperity of the country by enlarging 
its commerce. They have ever been loyal 
subjects and anxious to assist their country, 
cheerfully pouring out their hoards when 
the State required it, while one and aill, 
when the occasion arose, enlisted, and 
would have proved themselves descendants 
of the noble Maccabees.” . 

We must strive to prove ourselves worthy 
of tributes such as these, and continue to 
deserve them. Then the attacks of our 
enemies will prove abortive.
